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PREFACE. 


The  Hon.  James  G.  Blaine,  in  liis  oration  on  the  death  of 
President  Garfield,  pertinently  remarks  in  relation  to  the  early 
settlers  of  America,  that,  "from  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at 
Plymouth  till  the  uprising  against  Charles  I.  about  twenty 
thousand  emigrants  came  from  old  England  to  New  England. 
As  they  came  in  pursuit  of  intellectual  freedom  and  ecclesias- 
tical independence  rather  than  for  worldly  honor  and  profit, 
the  emigration  naturally  ceased  when  the  contest  for  religious 
liberty  began  in  earnest  at  home.  The  man  who  struck  his 
most  effective  blow  for  freedom  of  conscience  b}"  sailing  for 
the  colonies  in  1620,  would  have  been  accounted  a  deserter  to 
leave  after  1640.  The  opportunity  had  then  come  on  the  soil 
of  England  for  that  great  contest  which  established  the  author- 
ity of  Parliament,  gave  religious  freedom  to  the  people,  sent 
Charles  to  the  block  and  committed  to  the  hands  of  Oliver 
Cromwell  the  supreme  executive  authority  of  England.  The 
English  emigration  v^as  never  renewed,  and  from  these  20,000 
men,  with  a  small  emigration  from  Scotland  and  from  France, 
are  descended  the  vast  numbers  who  have  New  England  blood 
in  their  veins.  In  1686,  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes 
by  Louis  XI Y.,  scattered  to  other  countries  400,000  Protes- 
tants, who  were  among  the  most  intelligent  and  enterprising 
of  French  subjects  —  merchants  of  capital,  skilled  manufac- 
turers and  handicraftsmen,  superior  at  the  time  to  all  others  in 
Europe.  A  considerable  number  of  these  Huguenot  French 
came  to  America ;  a  few  landed  in  New  England  and  became 
honorably  prominent  in  its  history.  Their  names  have  in  large 
part  become  anglicised  or  have  disappeared,  but  their  blood  is 
traceable  in  many  of  the  most  reputable  families,  and  their 
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fame  is  perpetuated  in  honorable  memorials  and  useful  in- 
stitutions." 

It  is  a  curious  fact,  tliat  when  we  trace  our  ancestry  back  only 
a  little  over  two  hundred  years,  we  find  that  we,  of  the  present 
generation,  have  in  that  time  descended  from  over  sixty-four 
distinct  individuals;  and  when  we  consider  that  mental  and 
physical  qualities  as  well  as  diseases  are  transmitted  from  gener- 
ation to  generation,  it  is  wonderful  what  a  conglomeration  of 
oddities  must  be  collected  in  the  human  race  of  to-day ! 

Most  of  the  notes  relating  to  the  families  comprised  in  this 
volume  were  taken  by  the  compiler  from  the  town  and  county 
records  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  which  were  examined 
by  him  many  years  since  while  tracing  the  genealogy  of  the 
Talcott  family,  published  in  18Y6.  Great  assistance  in  fillnig 
up  and  arranging  them  has  been  obtained  from  "  Pearson's  First 
Settlers  of  Albany  County,"  "Bergen's  Bergen  Family," 
"  Goodwin's  General  Xotes,"  "  Piker's  History  of  Harlem," 
and  contributions  kindly  furnished  by  the  Pev.  Siinon  G. 
Yisscher,  of  Pome,  N.  Y.,  Miss  Elizabeth  Pogert  (the  autlior- 
ess),  of  New  York  (lately  deceased),  Messrs.  Robert  Penson, 
Henry  Prace,  H.  Q.  Lansing,  of  New  York,  Joseph  A.  Shear- 
man, General  Pichard  U.  Sherman,  of  Utica,  Dr.  Thomas  Ilun, 
Henry  Lansing,  of  Albany,  Col.  Henry  P.  Patlibone,  P.  S.  A.,  the 
Pev.  Mr.  Sellick,  Pector  of  St.  Paul's  cliurch,  Norwalk,  Conn., 
Mrs.  M.  P.  Ferris,  of  Prooklyn,  also  to  Mr.  Pobert  S.  Talcott 
for  the  very  voluminous  and  accurate  Index  of  names  contained 
in  this  volume,  and  many  others.  The  Hible  records  were,  with 
a  few  exceptions,  co})ied  directly  from  the  Dutch  manuscripts 
in  tlie  original  Pil)les.  The  record  of  interments  in  tlie  Dutch 
cliurch  grave-yard  at  Albany  was  taken  by  the  compiler  from  the 
original  book  of  burials  kept  by  and  in  the  handwi'iting  of 
Pare!»t  Hradt,  the  sexton  of  that  ])eriod,  foi-nierly  owned  by 
tlie  late  Hon.  llarniaiius  iJleeckei".  The  families  of  Dutch 
origin  have  been  the  most  difficult  to  trace,  fi'om  the  fact  that 
surnames  were  little  used  by  the  settlers  in  the  early  days  of 
the  Dutch  colonies,  although  they  had  them,  and  the  Christian 
names  were  so  twisted  and  out  of  shap(;  in  spelling  that  they 
could  be  scarcely  recognized.    For  instance,  J>artholemew  be- 
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came  Bartholomeese,  and  then  Meese ;  Sarah  was  Sartje ; 
Catharine,  Kaatje  or  Caatje  ;  Nicholas,  Klaus  or  Claas ;  Matthew, 
Tewis,  etc.  Following,  as  a  guide,  the  almost  universal  practice 
of  naming  their  children  after  their  grandparents,  and  with  the 
help  of  the  surnames  found,  all  the  ancient  families  can  be 
traced  out. 

It  is  proper  to  saj  in  explanation  of  tlie  orthography  of  both 
the  christian  and  surnames  found  on  the  following  pages,  ttiat 
they  have  not  been  cai-el.essly  written  or  printed,  as  W'Ould 
appear  on  reading  the  different  ways  the  same  word  has  been 
spelled,  but  are  so  wTitten  designedly.  Most  of  the  names 
have  been  copied  from  either  the  State,  county,  tow^n  or  Bible 
recoi'ds,  and  the  compiler  has  intentionally  preserved  the 
spelling  found  on  the  records.  This  work,  as  its  name  implies, 
mnidiAw^  genealogiGcd  notes  pertaining  to  many  families  —  not 
full  genealogies  —  and  the  purpose  of  printing  it  is  to  preserve, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  names  as  originally  spelled  and  used  by 
the  families  in  wdiich  they  occur.  Many  members  of  the  same 
family  spelled  both  their  christian  and  surnames  differently, 
and  some  of  them  changed  tlie  spelling  one  or  more  times 
during  their  lives,  and  seemed  to  think  they  were  right.  So 
obstinate  were  they  in  regard  to  this  matter  of  spelling  names, 
that  in  one  instance  that  came  to  the  notice  of  the  compiler, 
on  a  tombstone  that  had  been  set  up  by  one  member  of  a 
family,  a  letter  was  introduced  by  another  to  make  the  spelling 
accord  with  his  views  of  the  correct  orthography  of  the  name. 

Many  families  are  only  slightly  represented  in  this  book,  the 
object  of  introducing  them  being  to  show  the  intermarriages, 
and,  l)y  the  cross  reference  numbers,  enable  any  person  to 
trace  the  genealogy  of  their  maternal  as  well  as  of  their  pater- 
nal ancestors. 

The  Talcott  PedP  (Talcott  Pedigree),  often  referred  to  in 
these  notes,  is  a  volume  containing  the  genealogy  of  the  Talcott 
family,  published  in  1 876  by  the  compiler  of  this  work. 

In  order  to  enable  those  who  are  not  accustomed  to  trace 
genealogies,  the  following  explanations  are  given  : 

Three  classes  of  numbers  are  used  in  these  notes,  viz. : 

1.  Consecutive. —  These  begin  at  No.  1,  the  first  known  per- 
son of  the  name  introduced  in  these  notes,  and  ending  with  the 
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last  one  mentioned.  Tliese  figures  are  found  in  and  constitute 
the  left  hand  column  of  the  book. 

2.  Family. —  These  are  taken  from  the  consecutive  num- 
bers and  placed  over  the  head  of  the  famil}^  of  the  person 
they  stand  before  in  the  consecutive  columa. 

3.  Reference.  —  These  are  also  taken  from  the  consecutive 
column,  and  are  placed  in  parentheses,  before  certain  names,  in 
order  to  show  where  such  names  stand  opposite  to  the  corre- 
sponding number  in  the  consecutive  column  of  the  family 
before  which  they  are  placed.  All  intermarriages  can  be 
traced  by  these  numbers. 

Take  for  instance  the  name  of  John  Bogart,  page  51,  con- 
secutive  "N^o.  345. 

He  is  found  to  be  in  the  family,  under  the  family  No.  290, 
of  John  Henry  Bogart. 

Turning  back  to  the  consecutive  No.  290,  we  find  John  Henry 
Bogart  under  the  family  number  200,  of  John  (Johannes) 
Bogart. 

The  consecutive  No.  200  will  be  found  opposite  the  name  of 
Johannes  Bogart^  under  the  family  No.  97,  of  Hendrick 
Bogart. 

The  consecutive  No.  97  will  be  found  o})posite  the  name  of 
Hendrick  I,  Bogart  under  the  fam.ily  No.  25,  of  Isaac 
Bogart. 

The  consecutive  No.  25  will  be  found  opposite  the  name  of 
Isaac  Bogart  under  the  family  No.  7,  of  Jacob  Bogaert. 

Tlie  consecutive  No.  7  will  be  found  o])p()site  the  name  of 
Jacob  Bogaert  under  the  family  No.  3,  of  Cornelis  Bogaert. 

Tlie  consecutive  No.  3  will  be  found  opposite  the  name 
of  Cornelis  Bogaert  under  the  family  No.  2,  of  Cornelis 
Bogaert. 

The  consecutive  No.  2  will  be  found  o[)poHite  the  name  of 
Cornells  Bogaert  under  the  family  No.  1,  of  Tennis  Bogaert 
—  the  first  known  ancestor  of  this  family.

Johannes  M.  Beeckman  was  buried  in  Albany,  Sept.  30, 
1732.  Eva  Yinliagen,  widow  of  Johannes  M.  Beeckman, 
was  buried  March  6,  1765.  Johannes  M.  Bp:eckman  made  a 
will  Dec.  16,  1728,  recorded  Dec.  3, 1732,  leaving  liis  property 
to  his  twelve  above-named  children,  a  part  of  which  was  his 
interest  in  the  "  Kayaderosseros,"  or  Qneensborongh  patent  of 
land,  which  he  obtained  from  the  government,  in  company 
with  J^anning  Harments  (Yisscher),  Rip  Yan  Dam,  Ann  Brid- 
ges, May  Beckley,  Peter  Franconnier,  Adrian  Hooghlandt, 
John  Stevens,  John  Tatham  and  Stephen  Brougliton,  by  letters 
patent,  dated  Nov;  2,  1708.  Eva,  his  wife,  was  appointed  sole 
executrix ;  and,  in  case  of  her  death,  his  sons,  Jacob,  Martin, 
Johannes,  Jr.,  and  Henry  were  to  act.  October  1,  1755,  Jo- 
hannes, Jr.,  and  Henry,  being  the  only  surviving  executors, 
applied  for  letters  of  administration.

Robert  Benson  was  Assistant  Alderman  from  1766  to  1768. 

In  1770  the  widow  of  Robert  Benson,  his  father,  sold  the 
property  in  Cherry  street  and  removed  to  Maiden  lane,  and 
occupied  the  honse  and  lot  adjoining  the  north-west  corner  of 
William  street,  property  inherited  by  Robert  Benson.  Here 
they  resided  nntil  the  commencement  of  the  Revolution. 

He  and  all  his  brothers  united  their  fortunes  with  the  "  Sons 
of  Liberty,"  and  became  active  partisans  in  the  cause.  Their 
mother  was  removed  to  Dutchess  county  as  a  place  of  safety, 
and  their  home  in  the  city  was  abandoned,  and  was"  occnpied 
by  the  enemy. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  first  Committee  of  Safety  and  secre- 
tary of  the  first  convention,  and  was  continued  as  such  by  the 
several  subsequent  conventions  until  the  State  was  organized 
under  the  Constitution.  He  was  then  chosen  secretary  of  the 
State  Senate,  and  was  continued  as  such  during  the  war.  He 
was  at  the  same  time  the  confidential  aid-de-camp  of  Governor 
Clinton,  and  came  in  with  him  and  General  Washington  with 
the  troops,  to  take  possession  of  the  city,  J^oveniber  25,  1783.

He  entered 
Kings  (now  Columbia)  College,  August  10,  1761,  was  grad- 
uated in  May,  1765,  and  took  his  degree  of  Bachelor  and 
Master  of  Arts  in  1768.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1769, 
and  shortly  after  removed  to  Red  Hook,  Dutchess  cf)unty,  and 
there  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession. 

In  1773,  on  the  formation  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  in 
Dutchess  county,  he  was  appointed  a  member,  and  chosen  its 
chairman.  In  1775  he  was  chosen  a  member  for  Dutchess 
county  of  the  Provincial  Convention,  which  met  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  on  the  20th  of  April  of  that  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  delegates  to  the  Second  Continental  Congress. 
He  was  elected  May  3,  1777,  and  appointed  by  the  convention 
on  the  8th  of  that  month  the  first  Attorney-General  of  the  State, 
for  which  office,  owing  to  the  interruptions  occasioned  by  the 
war,  he  did  not  receive  his  commission  till  January  15,  1778. 
From  1777  to  1781  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Assembly 
for  Dutchess  county.  January  25,  1781,  he  was  appointed  by 
Congress  to  the  office  of  Procurator,  whose  duty  it  was  to  pros- 
ecute in  behalf  of  Congress  all  debts  due  to,  or  frauds  com- 
mitted against,  the  United  States.  October  26,  1781,  he  was 
appointed  a  member  of  Congress  from  the  State  of  New  York, 
under  the  Confederation ;  reappointed  in  1784.  And  by  virtue 
of  his  office  of  Attorney-General  was  a  member  of  the  first 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  University.  In  1788  he  resigned  his 
office  of  Attorney-General,  and  was  appointed  one  of  the 
Regents  of  the  University.  In  the  same  year  he  was  again 
sent  to  Congi-ess.  He  held  various  important  offices  under 
Congress  and  the  State  of  New  York  from  this  time  to  1794, 
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when  lie  was  appointed,  by  the  majority  of  the  council  of 
appointment,  the  fifth  Justicje  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  whicli  office  he  hekl  till  March,  1801, 
when  he  resigned  on  being  appointed  Chief  Judge  of  the  Sec- 
ond Circuit  of  the  United  States  Court.  He  was  deprived  of 
this  office  in  1802,  by  a  repeal  of  the  act  creating  the  new 
court.  Tn  1812  he  was  again  elected  to  Congress,  and  attended 
through  the  first  session,  but  on  account  of  impaired  health 
resigned  in  August. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  New  York  Historical 
Society,  and  its  first  President,  and  filled  that  office  for  eleven 
years.

Mr.  liiker,  in  his  excellent  work,  the  "History  of  Harlem," 
says : 

"  With  those  whose  recollections  of  Harlem  rnn  back  a 
generation  or  more,  to  the  times  when  it  yet  retained  all  the 
charms  of  a  (juiet  rural  suburb — 'ere  trade's  nnfeeling  train 
usui"j)('(l  the  hind  and  dispossessed  the  swain' — the  name  of 
this  locality  formed  almost  a  synonym  in  that  of  IJenson,  so 
largely  identified  was  this  I'espectable  family  with  the  history 
and  landed  interests  of  the  town." 

The  foi"('going  notes  ixilato  chiefly  to  but  one  branch  of  the 
family.  There  ai'e  many  descendants,  both  of  the  male  and 
feninle  b)-anch(;s,  now  i-esiding  in  New  York  and  the  neighbor- 
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ing  cities,  and  aided  by  these  notes  and  "  Riker's  Harlem,"  it 
would  not  be  difficult  for  any  one,  so  disposed,  to  work  out  a 
correct  genealogy  of  almost  all  the  descendants  of  Dirck 
Benson,  the  common  ancestor  of  this  family. 
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Tins  name  with  various  spellings,  and  often  with  the  prefix 
of  van  den/'  van  der/'  or  "  wyt,"  was  borne  by  HoHanders 
of  note  in  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries.  One  of 
this  name  was  Jan  Wyten  Bouaekt,  Minister  of  the  Remon- 
strants;" another  was  "Receiver-General  of  the  Dutch  Prov- 
inces," and  is  now  remembered  as  the  subject  of  a  famous 
etching  by  Rembrandt  as  the  "  Gold  Weigher."  In  15^:7  there 
was  a  Hendkick  Boooaert,  "Regent  van  de  Huyssetteu  ann 
de  Oude  Zide;"  also  in  15J:S  and  1540,  in  Amsterdam,  Hol- 
land.

The  name  in  this  country  is  still  })reserved  as  1>0(;art  or 
I>o(iERT.  Many  descendants  of  the  early  Bogarts  adopted  as 
suriuunes  the  Christian  names  by  which  their  fathers  were 
known  and  called.  Thus  they  became  Cornelissens,  Teunissens, 
Lourensons  or  Louensonsor  Lausons,  Jansens,  Jacobsens,  Fieter-

She  blended  in  lier  character,  and  lier  Christian 
life  wa-'<  lier  character,  tlie  earnest  and  calm  good  sense,  tlie 
iirniness  where  others  faltered,  the  act  of  kindness,  with  a  per- 
vading and  unceasing  gentleness,  wliicli  possessed  the  fineness 
of  high  culti Nation,  with  the  cliaritv  that  tliiidvcth  no  evil,  and 
gives  truth  and  power  to  the  affections.  In  lier  this  was  the 
fpiiet,  unvarying  rule  of  life,  which  met  some  of  the  saddest 
of  all  human  trials,  and  which  knew  what  it  was  to  lose 
what  was  among  the  dearest,  and  yet  preserve  its  feelings  of 
love  to  all  ai"ound.  The  idea  of  tlui  (Christian  lady  could  not 
have  found  bcttci-  I'cality  I'oi' all  that  is  'pur(^  and  lovely,  and 
of  good  rcpoi't,"  than  in  Iht.  llcr  life  led  \\v,v  foi'  a  long  sc^ries 
of  years  to  mingle  in  the  world  in  its  most  active  scentis.  At  the 
seat  of  goveiMiment,  at  impoi-tant  [)ositions  in  the  militai-y 
def(Mices  of  oui*  country,  she  long  resided.  And  IVom  all  these 
scenes  she  came  the  same  gentle  and  true  lieai'ted  Ixjing,  inter- 
ested in  every  recital  of  otiiei's'  sorrow,  to  alleviate,  and  assist- 
ing ])y  tlie  irresistible  inllnence  of  sincere  kindness,  all  who 
came  around  lu^r  for  sympathy  in  joy  or  gi'ief.

Captain  Yolckert  Janszen  Douw  died  in  1681.

Embracing  the  principles  of  Mennon,  who  was  also  a  native 
of  Friesland,  Captain  Yolckert  Janszf:^  Douw  was  driven  by 
religions  persecutions  to  Friedrichstadt,  Denmark,  a  city  where 
religions  liberty  was  extended  to  the  Mennonites.  About  1637 
the  Calvinists  again  waged  war  against  this  hunted  sect,  and  as 
the  Holland  colony  of  New  Netherlands  w^as  already  flourish- 
ing enough  to  attract  emigration,  many  fled  here  for  religious 
freedom,  and  among  them  Yolckert  Janszen  Douw,  his 
brother  and  two  sisters,  together  with  cousins  and  other  rela- 
tives, which  accounts  for  names  that  could  not  otherwise  be 
placed.  Yolckert  J.  Douw  held  the  rank  of  Captain  in  the 
Dutch  army.  He  settled  for  a  few  months  at  Oatskill,  going  to 
Beverwyck  late  in  1638.  He  was  deacon,  in  the  church  and 
guardian  of  the  widows  and  poor  in  1654,  and  was  magistrate 
from  1654:  to  1660.  Was  a  wealthy  brewer  and  real  estate 
dealer.    Owned  much  land  at  Esopus,  N.  Y.,  and  was  one  of 
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the  oi'igiiial  patentees.  Held  tlie  office  of  commissary  and 
continnously  tliat  of  Indian  commissioner.  At  different 
times  lie  was  attorney  and  gnardian  for  large  estates.  Made 
his  will  in  1680  and  died  in  1681.  '  In  1640  he  received  a  con- 
veyance of  lands  from  the  Indians,  which  was  confirmed  to  his 
widow  in  1693 ;  a  portion  of  which  is  the  site  of  Douw's 
Building,  corner  of  State  street  and  Broadway.  His  brewery 
was  situated  on  the  east  half  of  the  Exchange  block,  now 
occupied  by  the  Government  Post-Office,  and  extended  to 
the  river.  It  was  sold  in  1675  to  his  nephew  Harman  Rutgers. 
He  is  spoken  of  as  the  "  Honorable  Yolckert  Douw,  Burgher 
of  the  village  and  master  (Heerschaps)  of  the  Bouwer}^  Iji^^g 
in  the  colony  of  Rensselaerwyck."  His  summer  home  was  on 
Papsknae  Island.  In  1666  an  extraordinary  and  frightful 
flood  inundated  the  Island,  sweeping  away  houses,  breweries 
(of  which  he  had  two  immense  ones),  cattle,  and  all  his  personal 
property,  including  his  papers  and  records,  the  family  barely 
escaping  with  their  lives.  Not  a  thing  was  saved  but  a  small 
round  table  and  a  colt,  which  were  carried  by  the  current 
through  the  "Hoist-door"  into  the  second  story  of  the  house.

It  will  appear  from  the  following  article,  taken  from  the 
"  History  of  Hudson  County,  N.  Y.,"  that  Johannes  Douw 
owned  a  Ferry  across  the  Hackensack  River. 

"  Douw's  Ferry. 

This  ferry  was  located  at  the  westerly  end  of  Cherry  Lane, 
about  one  hundred  and  seventy -five  feet  north  of  the  present 
bridge  of  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  over  the  Hackensack  River. 
It  was  probably  set  u])  about  the  time  that  Col.  John  Schuyler 
constructed  the  Belleville  Turnj)ike  during  the  French  war, 
and  i-emained  in  operation  until  superseded  by  the  bridge 
erected  in  1794.  It  received  it  name  from  John  Douw,  a 
friend  of  Col.  Scliuyler.  He  had  formerly  operated  the  ferry 
over  the  Passaic  at  ncncN  illc!.  The  fei'ry  house  was  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Ilackeusack'.  Douw  used  it  also  as  a  ])u])lic 
liouse,  where  he  entertained  travellers  Jind  guests.  Bangs 
Hays  that  h(;j-e  June  27,  177(5,  by  hiin  and  Sclniylei",  'many 
decanters  of  wine  suffered  shipwreck  and  mony  bowles  of  grog 
were  poured  d(Avn.  Noi'  was  egg  pop  forgot  among  our 
daintieB.'    It  was  at  this  ferry  that  boats  had  been  provided, 
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on  the  night  of  Lee's  attack  on  Paul  us  Hoeck,  to  carry  over 
the  troops  on  their  retreat.  Their  delay  induced  those  in 
charge  to  believe  that  the  forces  had  retreated  along  the  hill, 
and  therefore  the  boats  were  taken  away.  Lee's  advance  passing 
down  Chei'ry  Lane,  reached  the  ferry  oidy  to  find  it  deserted.

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OBITUARY. 

(Mrs.  Thomas  Hun.) 
A.  great  sorrow  has  fallen  upon  the  hearts  of  many  in  every 
class  and  condition  of  life  in  this  city  in  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Hun,  the  wife  of  Dr.  Thomas  Hun.  No  one  was  better  known 
than  she  has  been  during  her  whole  life  among  us,  for  her 
earnest  and  efficient  interest  in  all  that  could  contribute  to  the 
good  of  others,  and  especially  of  the  poor  and  the  ignorant. 
She  inherited  from  her  father,  the  late  Marcus  T.  Reynolds, 
much  of  the  vigor  and  acuteness  of  mind  and  also  of  the 
energy  and  decision  of  character,  for  which  he  was  so  eminently 
distinguished ;  and  these  marked  natural  endowments  were 
enriched  and  strengthened  not  only  by  unusual  advantages  of 
early  education,  but  by  her  life-long  habits  of  reading  and 
reflection,  and  perhaps  even  more,  by  the  influence  of  the  re- 
fined and  cultured  companionship  and  associations  in  which  her 
lot  in  life  was  happily  cast.  Those  who  knew  her  in  her  earlier 
days,  before  her  growing  infirmity  of  hearing  had  shut  her  off 
from  the  intercourse  of  general  society,  will  not  fail  t^  remem- 
ber the  ease,  graces  and  attractiveness  of  her  person  and  man- 
ners, her  (piick  and  playful  wit,  her  happy  turns  of  thought 
and  expression  and  the  airy  grace,  vivacity  and  spirit  of  her 
conversation.  And  through  it  all  there  ever  ran  a  vein  of 
exquisitely  delicate  and  most  feminine  sentiment  that  marked 
the  lady,  and  gave  an  inexpressible  charm  to  all  she  said  and 
did.  And  yet  one  could  not  but  feel  that  back  of  it  all  there 
was  the  woman  of  strong  convictions  and  of  deep  conscientious- 
ness. In  the  (jualities  of  her  mind  and  cliaracter,  she  combined 
in  a  remarkal)le  degree  the  theoretic  and  speculative  with  the 
])ra(;tical.  Few  persons  have  ever  set  before  them  a  higher 
ideal  of  duty  in  respect  to  living,  not  for  one's  self,  but  for  the 
good  of  others,  and  still  fewer  have  worked  so  faithfully  and 
unwearied  as  she  did  to  fulfil  this  duty.  Her  ever  active  mind 
found  interest  in  every  plan  that  promised  to  reform  what  was 
evil,  and  to  help  those  upon  whom  tlie  hardships  of  life  press 
most  sorely  ;  hut  this  was  no  njere  S[)eculative  or  sentimental 
scheming;  on  the  cfjntrary,  she  was  eminently  real  and  prac- 
tical in  lier  aims,  and  very  energetic  and  efficient  in  carrying 
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them  out.  To  give  liberally  was  the  least  of  her  well  doing. 
She  felt  that  the  poor  and  ignorant  needed  far  more  than 
money  = — the  hopeful  advice,  the  foresight,  the  experience  and 
the  trained  judgment  of  those  in  higher  stations  in  life,  and 
she,  therefore,  habitually  sought  to  make  her  charities  not 
merely  a  relief,  but  also  an  education  in  a  better  and  more 
thrifty  mode  of  life.  At  an  early  day  she  purchased  and  fitted 
up,  and  has  since  maintained,  a  sort  of  model  tenement  house, 
to  be  allowed  to  hire  and  occupy  apartments  in  which  came  to 
be  esteemed  by  the  worthy  poor  a  privilege  and  an  object  of 
ambition.  Here  she  w^atclied  over  them,  encouraged  them  to 
form  habits  of  neatness,  order  and  economy,  taught  them  to 
make  small  savings,  and  thus  built  up  in  them  a  sense  of 
self-respect  and  of  independence.  To  the  very  last  and  after 
she  had  given  up  all  other  cares  in  life,  her  thoughts  and 
anxieties  still  followed  "  her  poor,"  as  she  tenderly  called  them. 
She  also  labored,  with  some  partial  success,  to  establish  in  the 
neighborhood  of  poor  and  working  people  reading  rooms  and 
a  place  of  cheerful  and  comfortable  resort  for  them  during  the 
long  evenings  of  winter.  Surely  such  a  life  cannot  fail  of  the 
benediction,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

But  it  was  not  among  the  poor  alone  that  the  influence  of 
her  character  was  felt,  l^o  lady  in  this  city  has  done  more  to 
promote  intellectual  tastes  and  habits  of  good  reading  through- 
out the  wide  circle  of  her  friends.  The  Ladies'  Book  Club  in 
this  city  owes  its  establishment  and  success  largely  to  her  con- 
stant care  of  it  and  her  sound  judgment  in  the  selection  of  books. 

But  after  all,  admirable  as  she  was  in  her  life  and  example, 
her  friends  were  bound  to  her  by  more  tender  and  endearing 
ties.  To  have  her  for  your  friend  was  no  common  privilege. 
It  was  not  lightly  given,  but  when  given  it  was  something 
worth  having  and  something  for  one  to  try  to  be  worthy  of. 
It  was  to  be  believed  in,  to  be  trusted  with  a  generous  con- 
fidence, to  be  ever  met  with  a  smile  and  kind  welcome,  to  know 
that  your  character  and  motives  were  in  friendly  keeping,  that 
your  successes  would  be  rejoiced  in  and  your  errors  and  failures 
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lovingly  sorrowed  for,  and  that  among  all  the  changes  and 
chances  of  life  yon  had  a  friend  who  would  sympathize  not 
less  in  yonr  sorrows  than  in  your  joys. 

Although  during  her  latter  years  her  intercourse  with  gen- 
eral society  was  more  and  more  restricted  by  her  increasing 
deafness,  her  buoyancy  and  sprightliness  of  nature  never  wholly 
forsook  her,  but  threw  a  brightness  over  the  comparative  quiet 
and  seclusion  of  her  life.  Great  as  is  our  loss,  there  is  much 
to  comfort  us  in  our  bereavement.  The  world  has  been  the 
better  and  the  happier  for  her  life,  and  she  leaves  us  remem- 
brances that  will  abide  with  us  and  be  a  blessing  and  consola- 
tion till  we  shall  be  called  to  join  her  again.  M. 

Thomas  Hun,  M.  D.,  now  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Albany 
Medical  College,  was  born  in  Albany.  Losing  his  parents  at 
an  early  age,  he  and  his  sister  were  brought  up  by  their  maternal 
grandparents  —  Judge  and  Mrs.  Leonard  Gansevoort,  Jr.  As  a 
very  small  boy  he  attended  a  school  kept  by  an  English  gentleman 
and  lady,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Upfold.  In  1818  he  entered  the 
Albany  Academy,  where  he  remained  until  he  had  completed 
his  whole  course  of  academical  pre])aration  for  college.  He 
was  decided  in  character,  intelligent,  studious  and  always  main- 
taining a  good  standing  in  his  classes.  The  academy  was  then 
as  it  still  is,  one  of  the  best  classical  and  mathematical  schools 
in  the  country,  and  young  Hun  left  it  in  the  autumn  of  1824 
and  entered  tlie  junior  class  of  Ifuion  College  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  with  more  than  usual  preparation  for  his  college  course. 
Li  college  he  had  for  his  chum  the  late  Prof.  Isaac  W.  Jackson. 
lTei*e  he  fully  maintained  his  character  foi-  intelligence  and 
scholarship,  and  graduated  with  honors  in  IS^^G,  taking  his 
degree  of  A.  B. 

Lnmediately  after  leaving  college  he  commenced  the  study 
of  medicine  in  the  oflice  of  Dr.  Piatt  Williams,  then  a  prac- 
titioner of  considerable  eminence  in  Albany.  In  1827  he 
entered  tlie  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  in  1830,  having  completed  its  full  course  of  medical 
stJidies,  received  from  that  institution  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine.  He  then  returned  to  Albany  and  began  the  ])rac- 
tice  of  his  pi-ofessio!)  in  connection  with  Dr.  Williams.  On 
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the  outbreak  of  the  cholera,  earlj  in  the  summer  of  1832,  a 
cholera  hospital  was  organized  in  Albany  and  Dr.  Hun  was 
appointed  one  of  its  physicians.  He  continued  in  this  position, 
discharging  the  duties  with  marked  skill  and  fidelity,  until  the 
disappearance  of  the  cholera  and  the  closing  of  the  hospital  in 
the  autumn  of  that  year.  In  the  spring  of  1833  he  determined, 
with  the  view  of  the  better  prosecution  of  his  studies,  to  go  to 
Europe,  and  he  went  accordingly,  and  with  the  exception  of 
two  brief  visits,  during  that  time  to  this  country,  he  remained 
abroad,  residing  chiefly  in  Paris,  until  1839. 

During  the  six  years  of  his  stay  abroad,  he  availed  himself 
of  the  opportunities  thus  afforded  him  for  a  wide  and  liberal 
range  of  studies  bearing  more  or  less  upon  his  profession.  For 
the  first  two  or  three  years  he  gave  himself  rather  to  the 
broader  and  more  general  lines  of  scientific  and  professional 
study  than  to  those  relating  to  practice.  But  after  his  last 
visit  to  this  country,  and  when  he  had  decided  to  return  home 
and  resume  the  practice  of  his  profession,  he  devoted  himself 
exclusively  for  several  years,  to  attendance  on  the  hospitals 
and  all  the  varied  means  that  Paris  offered  to  students  for 
acquiring  a  knowledge  of  practice. 

The  Albany  Medical  College  had  been  incorporated  and 
organized  in  1838,  and  Dr.  Hun,  previous  to  his  return  home, 
had  been  invited  to  accept  in  it  the  professorship  of  the  Insti- 
tutes of  Medicine.  On  his  return  he  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment and  entered  upon  its  duties.  His  inaugural  address  ex- 
cited much  interest  and  admiration  from  its  philosophic  treat- 
ment of  his  subject  and  its  large  grasp  of  principles  as  well  as 
from  its  lucid  style  and  its  clear  and  forcible  illustrations.  His 
lectures  and  instructions  as  professor  were  always  regarded, 
especially  by  the  best  class  of  pupils,  as  most  interesting  and 
instructive,  and  added  much  to  the  reputation  of  the  college. 
He  continued  to  hold  this  class  until  1858,  when  he  resigned 
it  and  devoted  himself  wholly  to  his  private  practice,  which 
had  become  large  and  of  the  best  kind. 

On  the  incorporation  of  the  Albany  Hospital  in  1848,  Dr. 
Hun  became  one  of  the  board  of  Consulting  Physicians.  Sub- 
sequently, on  the  organization  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital  in  this 
city,  he  held  the  same  position  on  its  medical  staff.  In  1862 
14 
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he  became  the  president  of  the  State  Medical  Society,  and  as 
such  delivered  an  inau^i^ural  address  which  attracted  much 
attention  from  the  profession  from  the  boldness  of  its  position 
and  its  o])position  to  tlie  traditional  ideas  of  medical  theory 
and  practice.  lie  maintained  that  neithei-  medicine  nor  the 
physician,  although  both  were  important  in  their  place,  ever 
cured  disease.  That  the  curative  poioer  was  in  Nature  alone. 
That  the  function  of  the  physician  was  not  to  cure,  but  to 
preside  over,  watch  and  aid  the  efforts  of  nature  to  cure,  by 
recognizing  the  true  character  of  the  disease,  its  course,  its 
processes  and  effects,  also  the  accidents  and  dangers  to  which 
it  is  liable,  and  thus  be  able  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible,  such 
favorable  circumstances,  aids  and  conditions  as  may  be  most 
contributory  to  the  restorative  powers  of  nature.  Oil  the  re- 
organization of  the  Albany  Medical  College  in  1876,  Dr.  Hun 
was  unanimously  called  to  be  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  but  he 
declined  undertaking  with  it  the  duties  of  any  professorship. 
Dr.  Hun's  natural  tastes  and  tendencies  have  always  inclined  him 
n.iore  to  a  studious  and  contemplative  life  than  to  an  active  and 
practical  one.  He  has  a  rare  power  of  abstract  thought,  and 
philosophical  studies,  especially  in  the  line  of  metaphysical  and 
ethical  investigation,  have  always  had  much  attraction  for  him. 
He  has,  nevertheless,  been  a  careful  observer  of  what  was 
going  on  in  the  world  around  him,  and  has  had  very  decided 
views  in  regard  to  all  such  matters.  In  his  profession  he  has 
always  been  regarded  as  a  skillful  and  successful  practitioner, 
and  ill  the  knowledge  and  treatment  of  pulmonary  diseases, 
no  physician  in  Albany  has  ever  stood  higher  hi  the  coniidence 
of  the  profession  and  of  the  public.  As  a  practitioner  he  has 
been  es])ecially  noted  not  only  for  his  sagacity  and  accuracy  in 
the  diagnosis  uf  disease,  but  also  for  his  calm  far-sighted  wisdom 
and  his  hirge  comprehension  of  the  constitutional  tendencies, 
habits  and  other  circunistances  specially  alfecting  the  case  and 
calliiiij:  for  ('onsid(:;ration  in  its  treatment.  M.

OBITUARY. 

(Dr.  Edward  R,  Hun.) 
The  many  friends  in  this  city  and  elsewhere  of  Dr.  Edward 
R.  Hun  have  been  deeply  pained  to  learn  of  his  unlooked-for 
death,  which  took  place  early  on  Sunday  morning  last,  at  Stam- 
ford, (Jonn.,  where  he  had  been  staying  for  some  time  past  for 
the  benefit  of  his  health.  From  almost  the  very  outset  of  his 
professional  life,  he  had  a  veiy  large,  laborious  and  responsible 
practice,  and  the  zeal  and  dev^otion  which  he  brought  to  it  were 
so  unremitting  and  exhausting  that  his  friends  have  for  many 
years  feared  that  he  was  laboring  beyond  his  strength,  which 
was  never  very  great.  Several  years  since  he  was  thrown  from 
his  carriage  and  received  a  stunning  blow  upon  the  head  and  a 
general  shock  to  his  system,  to  which  he  himself  attributed  much 
of  his  subsequent  feeble  health.  About  a  year  ago  he  found  his 
health  so  much  impaired,  that  he  came  to  the  conclusion  to 
withdraw  from  practice,  only  temporarily  as  he  then  thought, 
and  to  seek  rest  and  restoration  in  absence  from  home.  Accom- 
panied by  his  wife,  he  spent  the  spring  of  last  year  in  Florida, 
but  his  stay  was  not  attended  with  the  benefit  he  expected,  and 
he  resorted  during  the  summer  to  the  more  bracing  air  of  the 
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northern  part  of  this  State,  and  fo^-  the  last  few  months  he  has 
been  at  Stamford,  where  he  died.  Until  almost  the  time  of  his 
last  and  fatal  attack,  it  was  fondly  hoped  by  himself  and  his 
friends  that  his  health  was  slowly  improving  by  this  exemption 
from  care  and  labor,  and  that  in  due  time  he  would  be  able 
again  to  return  to  his  professional  work.  Yei-y  recently,  how- 
ever, he  found  himself  not  quite*  as  well  as  he  had  been,  and 
on  Friday  last  he  had  been  to  New  York  to  consult  his  phy- 
sician, and  soon  after  his  return  he  was  suddenly  struck  down 
by  apoplexy  and  became  at  once  wholly  unconscious  and 
remained  so  till  the  time  of  his  death.  He  had  not  yet  quite 
completed  his  38th  year,  and  for  so  young  a  man  his  pro- 
fessional career  had  been  quite  a  remarkable  one.  Probably 
no  other  physician  in  this  city  had  ever  had  at  so  early  an  age 
so  large  and  responsible  a  practice.  From  the  very  first,  his 
abilities  and  acquirements  were  recognized,  not  less  by  his  pro- 
fessional brethren  than  by  the  public,  and.  he  at  once  took  his 
place  in  the  very  first  rank  of  his  profession.  Those  who  have 
known  his  parents  will  be  at  no  loss  to  know  whence  the  rare 
qualities  of  his  mind  and  character  were  derived.  Much  as  he 
owed  to  his  advantages  of  education  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
to  the  hardly  less  valuable  privilege  of  constant  intercourse 
with  a  father  eminent  for  learning,  wisdom  and  experience  in 
the  same  profession,  he  nevertheless  owed  even  more  to  his 
own  remarkable  natural  endowments  and  aptitudes  for  his  pro- 
fession. He  liad  an  almost  feminine  quickness  of  perception 
and  great  facility  in  acquiring  knowledge.  What  cost  others 
painful  effort,  he  caught  on  tlie  wing  and  made  his  own.  He 
had  I'cniai'kable  sagacity  and  accuracy  in  diagnosis.  In  detect- 
the  characteristics  of  disease,  his  power  seemed  to  be  intuitive 
and  to  reach  its  results  at  a  glance,  rather  than  by  any  slow 
process  of  examination  and  reasoning.  His  maternal  grand- 
father, who  was  one  of  the  inost  eminent  members  of  the  Bar 
of  this  State,  was  distinguished  in  a  different  sphere  for  very 
siiiiiliar  qualities  of  mind.  Di*.  Kdward  R.  Hun's  nature  was 
an  ardent  and  sympathetic  one,  and  in  a  case  of  any  interest 
and  im[>ortance  he  would  throw  himself  into  it  unreservedly, 
and  with  all  his  heart  and  mind.  At  such  times  he  showed 
not  only  untiring  vigilance,  but  great  fertility  of  resource. 
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There  was  about  him  in  a  marked  degree  that  indescribable 
something  that  inspired  confidence.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
kindness  of  heart,  faithful,  affectionate  and  of  a  high  standard 
of  integrity  and  honor.  He  had  in  a  rare  degree  the  faculty 
of  winning  the  love  and  confidence  of  children,  and  of  estab- 
lishing pleasant  relations  with  them.  To  the  old,  the  poor  and 
the  lowly  he  was  always  especially  gentle  and  considerate, 
having  ever  for  them  a  kind  and  cheering  word,  which,  if  he 
could  do  them  no  other  good,  left  them  the  better  and  happier 
for  his  coming.  While  in  the  fullness  of  his  powers,  and  be- 
fore the  disease  which  overcame  him  had  begun  to  throw  its 
shadow  over  the  brightness  of  his  spirit,  his  presence  was  like 
a  gleam  of  sunshine  in  a  sick-room ;  and  many  a  household  in 
this  city  will  mourn  the  loss  of  their  warm-hearted  friend  not 
less  than  of  their  trusted  and  devoted  physician. 

This  is  not  the  place  to  speak  of  the  traits  that  made  the 
charm  and  happiness  of  his  domestic  life,  nor  of  the  unfailing 
love  and  fidelity  that  watched  over  him  through  all  the  long 
course  of  his  declining  health.  Nor  may  we  now^  dwell  upon 
the  quiet  and  unostentatious,  but  firm  and  decided  religious 
faith  and  principle  that  underlay  and  gave  its  tone  to  his  whole 
character.  'Now  that  he  has  gone  from  us  and  our  anxieties 
for  him  are  at  an  end,  we  can  fall  back  upon  'the  impressions 
of  his  honorable,  useful  and  benignant  life,  which  remain  to 
us  as  a  pleasant  and  cherished  remembrance.  Such  lives  are 
not  to  be  measured  by  the  number  of  their  years,  but  rather 
by  the  good  work  well  done  which  they  have  fulfilled  M.

Chancellor  John  Lansing  left  Albany  for  ISlew  York,  and 
the  last  that  was  seen  of  him  was  on  the  12th  of  December, 
1829,  on  the  pier  where  the  Albany  steamboats  landed,  walking 
towards  the  boat.  No  event  had  caused  a  deeper  sensation  in 
the  city  since  the  death  of  De  Witt  Clinton.  At  an  early  period 
of  his  life  he  entered  the  office  of  Robert  Yates,  afterwards 
Chief  Justice,  as  a  clerk  in  the  study  of  the  law.  He  became  a 
member  of  the  military  family  of  General  Philip  Schuyler, 
and  during  the  Revolutionary  war  was  a  distinguished  member 
of  the  State  Convention  that  conducted  the  civil  and  military 
operations  of  the  State.  Soon  after  he  was  appointed  Mayor 
of  the  City  and  in  1787  was,  with  Chief  Justice  Yates  and 
General  Hamilton,  delegated  by  the  State  as  members  of  the 
Convention  which  formed  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.

Gideon  Hawley  was  born  in  the  State  of  Connecticut 
in  1785,  but  removed  to  'New  York  in  1791.  In  1809  he 
graduated  at  Union  College,  and  in  1812  was  admitted  to  the 
Supreme  Court.  From  that  time  until  his  death  he  resided  at 
Albany,  engaged  in  the  practice  of  the  law  and  in  the  dis- 
charge of  various  important  trusts  committed  to  him  by  indi- 
viduals and  the  State.  But  the  great  distinction  of  his  life 
was  his  connection  with  the  cause  of  education.  He  was  always 
a  leading  trustee  of  the  academies  in  Albany  and  of  the  State 
Normal  school ;  the  first  secretary  of  the  Regents  of  the  JSTew 
York  University,  and  afterwards  one  of  its  chief  members. 
He  was  also  from  1816  one  of  the  New  York  Regents  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  at  Washington ;  and,  as  detailed  in 
Randall's  Digest  of  the  Common  School  System  ot  the  State, 
the  person  to  whom  that  noble  institution  was  chiefly  indebted 
for  its  organization  and  success.  A.s  a  man  Mr.  Hawley  was 
distinguished  by  a  noble  presence,  great  personal  integrity  and 
practical  sense.  He  was  also  of  broad  culture  and  most  gener- 
ous character,  illustrated  by  a  work  on  human  knowledge 
written  (not  published)  near  the  close  of  his  life,  and  by  the 
rare  fact  that  for  many  years  previous  thereto  he  divided  all' 
of  his  surplus  income  among  his  children.

The  following  biographical  sketch,  of  Judoe  Lansing  was 
kindly  furnished  by  a  member  of  the  family  : 

"Judge  Jacob  Lansing  was  educated  at  the  Granville 
Academy  in  Washington  county,  N.  Y.,  and  afterwards  en- 
tered Middlebury  College  and  was  graduated  with  honor. 
When  the  war  of  1812  bi'oke  out  he  was  appointed  (Quarter- 
master of  the  Twelfth  regiment.  New  York  State  troops,  by 
Governor  Daniel  i).  Tompkins,  Coloiuil  John  T.  Dalsen  com- 
manding the  regiment,  and  proceeded  with  the  same  to 
Sackett's  Harbor  where  he  was  in  service  nearly  twelve  months, 
aufl  from  exposure  contract(3d  the  seeds  of  disease  which  event- 
ually terminated  in  his  dc^ath.  After  the  war  he  studied  law 
in  the  office  of  Pliilip  S.  Parker,  Esq.,  and  was  licensed  in  due 
time  as  an  attorney  and  advocate.  lie  acquired  such  a  dis- 
tinguished j'cpiitation  as  a  sound  and  well-read  lawyer  that  he 
was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Albany  Coimnoii  Pleas  in  1828. 
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In  1838  he  was  made  first  Judge  of  said  court.  During  his 
term  of  office  the  decisions  of  that  court  were  highly  respected. 
As  a  presiding  magistrate  he  was  impartial,  honest  and  capable, 
and  gave  character  to  the  Bench." 

The  Christian  Intelligencer,  in  speaking  of  Judge  Lansing, 
says : 

"  As  a  man  and  a  Christian  he  was  without  fear  and  without 
reproach;  as  a  man  he  was  just  and  tenacious  of  his  purpose; 
as  a  lawyer,  learned,  logical,  honest;  as  a  judge,  inflexible,  in- 
corruptible ;  as  a  politician,  settled  in  opinion,  fixed  and  stern  ; 
as  a  Christian,  faithful,  reliable,  active ;  as  an  elder  in  the 
Middle  Dutch  Church,  prompt,  energetic,  able."  He  was  in 
all  relations  of  life  honored  and  respected.

The  Army  record  of  Captain  Lansing,  given  below,  will 
be  found  interesting  and  is  valuable  on  account  of  the  details 
it  gives  of  the  movements  of  one  of  the  regiments  engaged  in 
the  war  of  the  Ivebellion  :

(III  Pi'o\  (;st  duty  for  oik;  month,  when  ordered  to  Mimfoi"dsville, 
as  (ireen  Uiv(!r  ih-idge  was  threatened  by  the  Keb(;ls,  and  Gen- 
eral John  Morgan  liad  given  out  notice  that  he  would  take  his 
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Christmas  dinner  there,  but  not  liking  the  appearance  of  things 
concluded  to  let  the  job  out.  Moved  from  tliere  to  Bowling 
Green,  Ky.,  remained  there  during  the  winter,  and  was  honored 
by  the  detail  of  chief  officer  commanding  Patrols  of  the  city 
and  inspector  of  papers.  The  regiment  ordered  back  to  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  in  the  Spring  of  1862,  but  on  arriving  at  Lebanon 
Junction  disembarked  from  cars  and  ordered  to  pursue  General 
John  Morgan,  with  whom,  after  a  forced  march,  we  came  up 
with  and  routed  him  at  Hall's  Gaps,  recovering  one  thousand 
head  of  cattle  he  was  conveying  to  the  enemy.  Soon  after 
this,  while  stationed  at  Louisville,  Ky. ,  Companies  F,  D,  E.  J 
and  K  ordered  to  Green  Kiver  Bridge,  after  being  encamped 
there  about  one  month.  The  entire  command,  numbering 
about  two  hundred,  was  attacked  by  General  John  Morgan  the 
morning  of  the  4th  day  of  July,  1862,  and  here  occurred  one 
of  the  most  memorable  battles  of  the  war,  so  stated  by  the 
leading  generals  of  the  army  of  the  North  as  well  as  by  gen- 
erals of  the  Southern  army. 

A  force  of  two  hundred  men  compelled  a  force  of  four  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  men  to  change  their  front,  and  by  an 
oblique  march  pass  their  foe.  "  All  honor  to  the  boys  in  blue." 
I  had  the  honor  on  this  occasion  to  receive  General  Morgan's 
flag  of  truce,  composed  of  Colonel  Duke,  Major  Elliot  and 
others,  and  after  introducing  them  to  Colonel  Moore,  he  asked 
them  the  nature  of  their  business,  which  was  complied  with  by 
Colonel  Duke,  and  presented  him  with  a  demand  for  the  sur- 
render of  our  force  unconditionally.  Moore's  reply  was  that  it 
was  the  4th  day  of  July,  that  on  any  other  day  there  might  be 
a  slight  possibility  of  his  entertaining  it,  but  on  that  day  he 
would  see  them  dammed  first.  (I  use  the  language  the  Colonel 
did,  being  angry,  that  the  demand,  as  he  expresed  it,  should  be 
made  on  that  particular  day  of  all  others,  sacred  to  every 
American  freeman.)  After  the  battle  ordered  from  the  front, 
being  the  extreme  outpost  to  Lebanon,  Ky.  Division  then 
formed.  Colonel  Moore  commanding,  to  organize  at  New 
Market,  Ky. 

Marched  tlirough  Hall's  Gaps,  a  new  military  road  over  the 
21 
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Cumberland  mountaiu  to  Lowden,  Tenn.  Ordered  from 
this  point  to  the  state  of  Michigan  for  conscripts  by  General 
Burn  side,  receiving  this  order  at  the  request  of  Colonel  Moore, 
for  galhmtry  at  Green  River  light,  being  second  in  command 
at  that  battle,  and  holding  the  enemy  at  bay  with  Company  F 
alone,  for  the  space  of  half  an  hour,  while  the  Colonel  was  re- 
forming his  new  line  of  battle,  after  being  flanked  out  of  the 
first  position.  The  second  position  held  until  the  battle  was 
over  and  the  enemy  retired  with  a  respectful  request  to  be 
permitted  to  bury  their  dead.  Arrived  at  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  sometime  in  the  month  of  November,  1863,  and 
from  that  post  was  removed  by  order  of  War  Department  to 
Niles,  Mich.,  in  the  month  of  February,  1864,  on  recruiting 
service ;  remained  there  until  April  25th,  when  I  was  ordered 
to  join  my  regiment  in  the  field  near  Knoxville,  Tenn.  Joined 
regiment  at  Cleveland,  Tenn.,  without  delay,  and  after  that 
participated  in  all  the  principal  battles  in  the  forward  move- 
ment to  Atlanta  and  the  sea. 

Was  at  the  battle  of  Stoney  Face  and  complimented  by 
General  McLane  for  bringing  the  regiment  in  from  the  front, 
who  had  been  ordered  to  lie  down,  they  then  being  the  only 
regiment  charging —  the  line  having  broken  on  the  right  ar.d 
left  under  a  withering  fire  of  artillery  from  Rebel  forts,  and 
were  flying  to  the  rear  for  cover.  Finding  myself  the  i-anking 
ofticer  I  ordered  the  men  to  i-emain  in  the  order  they  were 
until  we  were  supported  by  artillery,  when  the  order  was  given 
by  the  right  flank,  as  skirmishers  at  long  intervals,  to  move  to 
the  timber  so  as  not  to  attract  the  enemy's  attention,  and  the 
command  was  soon  restored  to  tlie  lines.  The  good  conduct 
of  officers  and  men  obeying  orders  saved  the  connnand  from 
terrible  ])uniBliment,  the  enemy  not  understanding  the  move- 
ment until  tlie  men  were  safe. 

First  Brigade,  Second  Division,  Twenty-third  Army  Corps, 
supported  (ieneral  llarker  at  Buzzard  Roost,  one  of  the  hardest 
fights  in  the  campaign.  Wounded  by  a  contusion  at  the  battle 
of  Resaca,  received  while  storming  the  enemy's  fort.  The 
Twenty-fifth,  the  only  regiment  to  reach  the  foi't,  when  not 
being  supported,  were  compelled  to  oblique  march  to  a  creek 
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on  the  east  side  of  the  fort,  taking  refuge  in  the  water,  where 
they  remained  until  night-fall,  not  daring  to  show  themselves 
in  tlie  day  light  for  fear  of  being  shot  by  the  enemy  in  the 
fort,  who  were  watching  them. 

.  By  record,  was  in  one  hundred  battles  and  skirmishes  for  one 
hundred  days,  no  day  being  out  of  the  sound  of  cannon  or 
musketry,  with  the  Twenty-third  Army  Corps,  Major-General 
Schofield  commanding  First  Brigade,  Second  Division. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Michigan,  after  they  had  made  their  mark 
at  Tibb's  Bend,  Green  River,  Ky.,  were  always  known  as  the 
"Green  River  boys,"  and  always  in  marching  in  review  re- 
ceived the  compliments  that  every  brave  soldier  does  from 
soldiers  belonging  to  other  corps  of  the  army  —  hearty  cheers 
for  their  gallantry.  Was  mustered  out  of  service  at  the  end  of 
the  war,  after  going  through  many  scenes  and  trials  of  danger 
which  would  fill  nearly  an  entire  book  to  give  a  description  of, 
by  being  honorably  discharged.

Captain  Livingston  Lansing,  of  the  New  York  Seventeenth 
regiment,  was  with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  for  more  than  a 
year,  participating  in  the  various  battles.  In  the  Fredericksburg 
slaughter  the  vizor  of  his  cap  was  struck  by  a  ball  which  passed 
out  through  the  cap  cover ;  a  fragment  of  a  shell  tore  a  hole  in 
his  coat,  another  hit  him  on  the  hip  and  his  horse  was  wounded 
in  the  foot.  Colonel  Stockton,  commanding  the  Third  brigade 
in  the  Fifth  Army  Corps,  thus  indorsed  Captain  Lansing's 
resignation  when  presented : 

"  Respectfully  forwarded  and  strongly  recommended.  Cap- 
tain Lansing  has  been  my  assistant  adjutant  general  for  most 
of  the  time  since  I  assumed  command  of  this  brigade,  and  has 
always  performed  his  duty  most  satisfactorily.  Tie  has  already 
tendered  his  resignation  a  number  of  times  for  private  reasons 
expressed.  In  the  late  bloody  fight  he  was  on  the  field  through- 
out, ever  efficient  and  prompt  to  carrj^  my  orders  at  all  risks  — 
fearlessly  risking  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  country.  I  feel 
it  but  just  that  he  should  now  be  permitted  to  resign,  as  he  can 
honorably  do,  I  therefore  recommend  the  same."

By  some  members  of  the  family  the  name  is  supposed  to 
have  been  derived  from  the  dutch  words  "  Quacken,"  to  croak 
(like  a  frog)  and  "  Boss,"  a  bush  or  "  Qnackel,"  a  quail,  and 
Bosch,  a  forest.

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was  woundecl  when  in  coiniiiand  of  his  regiment  in  the  last 
attack  of  the  American  troops  led  by  General  Arnold  against 
the  British  army  at  Saratoga,  and  he  commanded  the  guard  of 
two  hundred  men  who  broiiglit  General  Burgoyne  to  Albany, 
after  the  lust  battle,  wliere  he,  General  Burgoyne,  was  con- 
tined  in  tlie  house  of  General  Schuyler  in  the  south  part  of 
the  city.

In  that  year  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  26th 
Congress ;  two  years  later  was  elected  to  the  27th,  serving  with 
distinction  as  a  member  of  that  body  from  1839  to  184:3. 
After  his  retirement  from  Congress  he  was  called  to  the  Bench 
where  he  serve'd  continuously  until  1859,  as  a  Judge  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  from  1844  to  1849,  of  the  Supreme  Court  from 
1849  to  1855,  and  of  the  Superior  Judicial  Court  from  1855 
to  his  retirement  from  the  Bench. 

In  1863  he  was  complimented  by  the  Democratic  party  of 
'New  Hampshire  with  a  nomination  as  candidate  for  Governor, 
and  in  1866  he  was  supported  by  the  same  party  as  candidate 
for  United  States  Senator.  In  1858  his  "Alma  Mater"  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D.,  and  in  1859  he  was 
chosen  one  of  the  trustees  of  that  institution,  which  position 
he  continued  to  hold  until  his  death. 

From  1834  up  to  the  time  of  his  decease,  when  not  engaged 
in  the  performance  of  official  duties,  he  was  in  the  active  and 
successful  practice  of  his  profession,  in  which  he  ranked  among 
the  strong  men  of  the  State. 

At  the  age  of  27  the  chosen  representative  of  his  native 
town  in  the  Legislature  of  the  State ;  at  the  age  of  28  Speaker 
of  the  House;  at  30a  representative  from  the  Granite  State  in 
the  National  Congress ;  at  35  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com-, 
mon  Pleas  ;  at  40  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court ;  at  50  vol- 
untarily retiring  from  the  Bench  and  laying  aside  his  judicial 
robes  after  fifteen  years  of  honorable  and  distinguished  ser- 
vice. For  nearly  half  a  century  he  was  prominently  before 
the  public  and  an  important  character  in  the  history  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire. 

To  whatever  official  position  he  was  called  he  more  than 
filled  its  requirements,  and  ever  answered  the  just  expectations 
of  liis  friends.    He  was  faithful  to  every  trust.  Unswerving 
fidelity,  tireless  industiy  and  marked  ability  were  all  illustrated 
27 
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in  liis  public  life.  From  the  beginning  to  the  close  of  his 
career  he  ever  retained  the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  people 
whom  he  served  so  long  and  well.  At  the  age  of  over  three 
score  and  ten,  ripe  in  years,  rich  in  honors,  he  passed  away 
without  a  stain  to  nuir  tlie  fair  record.  Upon  the  Bench  he

Win  father  John  N.  Quackenbush  was  trained  to  the  pro- 
fcBsion  of  Law,  but  his  interests  at  an  early  period  forced  his 
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attention  to  other  affairs,  and  he  became  largely  concerned  in 
the  lumber  trade  —  one  of  the  most  important  departments  of 
business  in  Albany.  Dr.  John  Quackenbush  when  a  boy 
lived  among  his  books  and  found  his  chief  diversion  in  games 
that  called  into  exercise  his  ingenuity  or  his  love  for  fun.  At 
school  he  easily  maintained  high  rank.  His  preparatory  studies 
for  college  were  pursued  at  the  Albany  Academy,  and  he 
entered  an  advanced  class  at  Williams  College,  joining  the 
Sophomore  class  in  1835  ;  the  same  diligence,  love  of  study 
and  thoughtful. manner  characterized  him  in  college  that  marked 
him  at  home.  While  in  college  he  became  a  member  of  the 
"  Sigma  Phi"  society.  Of  his  studies  he  specially  excelled  in 
the  Classics,  and  in  the  Junior  year  of  his  college  course  he 
was  assigned  the  honor  of  delivering  the  Greek  oration.  He 
was  honorably  graduated  at  Williams  College  in  1838.  He 
then  commenced  the  study  of  Medicine  in  the ,  office  of  Dr. 
Peter  Wendell,  of  Albany,  and  received  his  diploma  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  in  1842  irom  the  Albany  Medical  College.  Dur- 
ing the  period  of  his  medical  course  he  was  noted  for  his 
ea,rnest  and  energetic  devotion  to  study.  He  opened  an  office 
at  once,  after  being  qualified  for  practice,  and  such  was  the 
early  recognition  of  his  powers  that  he  was  soon  surrounded 
by  a  large  circle  of  patients.  It  M^as  the  habit  of  close  observa- 
tion of  his  patients,  the  critical  scrutinizing  study  of  their 
conditions  and  symptoms  that  gave  him  his  unequivocal  con- 
fidence in  his  diagnosis.  In  1855  Dr.  Quaokenbush  became 
Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  at  the  Albany 
Medical  College,  where  his  suavity  and  tact  made  him  exceed- 
ingly popular  with  the  students.  In  1 868  he  became  President 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York.  He  occu- 
pied the  position  of  Surgeon- Gen  oral  of  tlie  State  of  New 
York,  under  the  administration  of  Governor  Seymour,  for  two 
years  during  the  war  of  the  Pebellion,  which  made  his  office 
arduous  and  responsible,  but  he  conducted  all  its  affairs  with 
ability  and  faithfulness.  He  took  occasion  during  his  term  of 
office  to  visit  the  theatre  of  war  and  to  personally  inspect  the 
solders'  hospitals.  He  took  a  lively  interest  in  political  matters 
and  was  well  informed  in  public  affairs. 
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His  latest  position  in  bis  profession  was  that  of  delegate 
from  tlie  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  the 
International  IMedical  Congress,  to  be  beld  in  Pbiladelpliia  in 
September  of  the  Centennial  year.  He  was  famed  for  his 
intellectual  quickness  and  discernment  that  seemed  like  the 
insight  of  genius  and  made  his  timely  judgments  of  great 
value.  His  love  of  justice  and  fair  play  came  in  to  intensify 
his  influence  where  differences  existed.  This  love  of  justice 
always  swayed  him  in  matters  of  right  and  wrong.  In  his 
relations  with  his  medical  associates  he  was  evei'  genial,  affable 
and  sympathetic.  He  early  made  it  his  rule  to  answer  every 
summons  that  he  could  to  render  professional  assistance  and 
advice.  He  believed  that  he  was  responsible  to  God  for-  the 
right  use  of  his  attainments  in  knowledge  and  skill  in  behalf 
of  suffering  humanity,  and  maintained  that  he  would  be  acting 
unworthily  toward  himself,  and  contravening  the  humane 
spirit  of  a  liberal  pi'ofession  by  withholding  assistance  when 
invoked,  because  the  sufferer  had  not  recognized  medical  dis- 
tinctions and  had  become  the  })*atient  of  a  practitioner  un- 
associated  with  himself.

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion, 
he  was  a  Lieutenant  on  board  of  theU.  S.  Frigate  "  Congress," 
Flag  Ship  of  the  Brazil  station.  When  war  was  declared  the 
"  Congress  "  returned  home  and  during  the  continuance  of  the 
war  he  was  actively  engaged,  commanding  the  following  ves- 
sels, viz.;  ''Delaware,"  "IJnadilla,"  "  Mingoe,"  "  Pequot," 
and  "  Patapsco,"  which  latter  vessel  was  blown  up  by  a  torpedo 
off  Fort  Sumpter,  and  out  of  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and  four, 
sixty-one  men  were  lost ;  seven  officers  out  of  twelve.  While 
commanding  the  "  Unadilla,"  oif  Charleston  Harbor,  he  cap- 
tured the  blockade  runner  "  Princess  Poyal,"  a  most  important 
acquisition  for  our  government,  as  she  was  intended  for  a 
cruiser  in  the  confederacy,  and  had  on  board  steam  engines  for 
an  Iron-clad  ;  Wliitworth  guns,  powder,  shot  and  shell  in  large 
quantities,  as  also  a  machine  for  cutting  steel-pointed  shot. 
This  was  one  of  the  most  imj^ortant  captures  for  our  govern- 
ment that  occurred  during  the  rebellion,  and  the  loss  to  the 
Confederate  government  can-not  be  estimated.  From  the  sale 
of  this  vessel  and  cargo,  the  treasury  gained  nearly  one-quarter 
of  a  million  dollars.  While  in  command  of  the  steamer 
Pequot,"  he  captured  the  blockade  runner  (steamer)  "  Don," 
having  blankets  for  the  confederate  troops.

VISSCHER. 


The  name  of  Yisscher  has  been  known  in  Holland  from 
very  early  times  in  tlie  history  of  tliat  country,  and  was  borne 
by  men  of  distinction  as  clergymen,  artists,  statesmen  and 
soldiers,  as  well  as  by  those  in  the  humbler  walks  of  life. 

While  many  other  families  of  the  emigrants  who  came  to 
America  lost  their  surnames  on  this  side  of  the  water,  the 
Yisscliers  have  retained  theirs,  and,  although  the  spelling  has 
been  somewhat  changed  in  many  instances,  the  original  name 
is  easily  recognized.  We  find  on  the  records  Yisscher,  Yis^er, 
Yisser,  De  Yisser,  Yisselaer  and  Yyselaer. 

The  tradition  in  the  family  is  that  two  brothers  only,  of  this 
name,  came  over  from  Holland  and  settled  in  Rensselaerwyck. 
That  one  of  them  being  a  Roman  Catholic  was  dissatisfied 
with  his  surroundings  and  returning  to  Holland  was  lost  sight 
of  by  his  relatives  in  this  country. 

Of  the  five  sons  of  the  other  brother  three  settled  in  or  near 
Beverwyck  (Albany),  one  in  Greenbush  and  one  in  Schenectady.

On  excavating  the  trenches  for  the  foundation  of  the  addition 
to  the  Market  (which  was  formerly  the  Middle  Dutch  church)

The  Beaver  sti*eet  l)urial  gi'ound  had  been  usetl  for  that  ])iir- 
pose  for  many  years  before  the  church  at  the  foot  of  State  street 
was  demolished  in  1806,  and  the  dead  from  under  the  church 
were  removed  to  this  ground.  When  the  Middle  Dutch  church 
was  built  the  grave-stones  were  laid  down  upon  the  graves  and 
covered  with  earth  to  the  de})tb  of  three  feet.  The  records  show 
that  before  this,  as  soon  as  tliegi'ound  was  wholly  occupied,  it  was 
customary  to  add  a  layer  of  earth  upon  thesm-face  and  conunence 
burying  oser  the  top  of  the  last  tier  of  cofHns.  After  the  lot 
was  abandoned  as  a  ])lace  of  burial,  the  new  church  yard  w^as 
locali'd  south  of  the  Capitol  pai'k  in  the  \'icinity  of  State  street.

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Colonel  Yisscher  is  justly  entitled  to  be  called  the  hero  of 
the  family.  Several  accounts  have  been  i>iven  of  his  courage, 
and  remarkable  escape  from  death  when  the  family  mansion 
near  Cauglmawaga  was  attacked  by  the  Torys  and  Indians  in 
IT^'^O,  under  the  command  of  his  bitter  enemy,  Sir  John 
Johnson,  the  fullest  account  of  which  and  probably  the  earliest 
will  be  found  in  "  Sims'  Border  Wars  of  New  York."  The 
folio  wing  extracts  are  taken  from  Sims'  and  from  Sanders'  early 
history  of  Schenectady  families,  a  highly  interesting  work, 
lately  published : 

Colonel  Yisscher  was  married  and  resided  a  short  distance 
from  the  paternal  mansion,  the  other  brothers  John  and  Har- 
mon, with  their  sisters  Geertruy  and  Margaret,  were  unniarried 
and  resided  with  their  mother  at  the  homestead.  The  Yisscher 
brothers  were  uncompromising  patriots  and  exceedingly  obnox- 
ious to  their  Tory  neighbors,  headed  by  Sir  John  Johnson. 
Appi-ehending  invasion,  and  a  few  days  before  Sir  John  John- 
son's terrible  descent  on  the  settlement,  Colon kl  Yisscher 
sent  by  bateau  his  young  wife  and  infant  familj^  to  Schenectady 
for  safety,  and  took  up  his  residence  nt  the  homestead.  On 
Sunday  night,  the  21st  of  May,  1780,  Sir  John  Johnson,  at 
the  head  of  about  500  men,  British,  Indians  and  Tories,  entered 
the  Johnstown  settlements  from  Canada  by  the  expected 
northern  route.  Dividing  his  forces  Colonel  Johnson  sent 
part  of  them,  mostly  Indians  and  Tories,  to  Tribes  Hill  under 
the  .direction  of  Henry  and  William  Bowen,  two  brothers  who 
had  formerly  lived  with  the  Johnsons  in  Canada.  After  sack- 
ing and  burning  the  house  of  Barney  Hansen,  the  enemy  pro- 
ceeded to  the  house  of  Colonel  Yisscher  and  finding  it  un- 
occupied they  plundered  it  and  setting  it  on  tire  hastened 
onward  to  the  Yisscher  mansion,  where  they  arrived  just  at 
day  light.  There  were  in  the  house  Colonel  Yisscher,  his 
mother,  two  brothers  and  two  sisters,  mentioned  above.  The 
attack  was  commenced  by  twenty  of  the  enemy,  who  arrived 
first  on  the  ground,  who  were  soon  followed  by  the  main  body 
of  300.  The  brothers  defended  the  house  for  some  time  after 
the  enemy  gained  an  entrance  below,  and  while  fighting  on  the 
stairs  the  sisters  escaped  from  the  cellar  kitchen  and  fled  to  the 
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wood  not  far  distant.  Their  motlier,  about  to  follow  her 
daughters,  was  stricken  down  by  a  blow  on  the  head  from  the 
butt  of  a  musket  and  was  left  without  being  scalped.  The 
brothers  still  continued  to  fight  until  their  annnunition  gave 
out  and  the  house  was  no  longer  tenable,  and  as  the  enemy 
ascended  the  stairs  Colonel  Yisschkr  discharged  his  pistol  and 
throwing  it  behind  him  in  token  of  submission,  called  for 
quarter.  An  Indian  rnnning  np  sti'uck  him  a  blow  upon  the 
head  with  a  tomahawk  which  brought  him  to  the  floor.  He 
fell  upon  his  face  and  the  Indian  took  the  crown  scalp  from 
his  head,  which  entitled  him  to  a  reward,  then  giving  him  a 
gash  in  the  back  of  his  neck  turned  him  over  and  attempted  to  cut 
his  throat,  which  was  only  prevented  by  *liis  cravat,  tlie  knife 
penetrating  just  through  the  skin.  His  brother,  Ca])tain  John, 
as  the  enemy  approached  reti-eated  to  a  corner  of  the  room  that 
he  might  there  repel  Ids  assailants.  An  Indian,  seeing  him 
armed  with  a  sword,  hurled  a  tomahawk  at  his  head  which 
brought  him  down.  He  was  killed  outright,  scalped  and  left 
where  he  fell.  Harmon  jumping  from  a  back  window 
attempted  to  escape,  but  in  the  act  of  leaping  a  garden  fence 
a  few  rods  off  he  was  shot  and  killed  and  scalped.  The  house 
was  then  plundered  and  set  on  fire. 

After  the  enemy  had  left,  Colonkl  Yisscuer's  conscnousness 
returned,  and  he  discovered  that  his  brother  John  was  dead 
and  the  house  on  fire.  Descending  the  stall's  he  found  his 
mother  near  the  door  faint  fi'om  the  blow,  dealt  u])on  her  Ifead 
and  too  weak  to  render  him  any  assistance.  With  no  little 
effort  the  Colonel  succeeded  in  removing  the  body  of  his  brother 
froin  the  burning  house,  and  then  assisted  his  mother  —  who 
WHS  seated  in  a  chair  the  bottom  of  which  had  already  caught 
lire  —  to  a  place  of  safety.  (This  chair  is  ])reserved  as  a  sacred 
relic  by  the  De  Graff  family  at  the  Yisscher  house.)  And 
having  carried  out  a  bed  lay  down  uj)on  it,  at  a  little  distance 
from  the  house,  in  a  state  of  exhaustion,  whei'e  he  was  dis- 
covered by  l^lack  Tom,  a  slave  ])elonging  to  Adam  Ziely. 
Tom  brought  him  water  from  the  brook  which  revived  him, 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  Colonel  harnessed  a  span  of 
horses  to  a  wagon  and  took  him  with  his  mother  and -sisters, 
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who  came  out  of  the  woods  on  hearing  the  noise  of  the  wagon, 
and  the  bodies  of  his  murdered  brothers,  to  the  river  at  David 
Putnam's.  The  family  was  taken  across  the  river  in  a  boat  to 
Ephraim  Wemp's,  and  the  Colonel's  friend,  seeing  that  he  re- 
quired proper  medical  aid,  sent  him  forward  in  a  canoe  to 
Schenectady. 

Colonel  Yisscher  bore  through  life  the  broad  scar  left  on 
his  head  by  the  scalping-knife,  and  on  all  public  occasions  this 
was  covered  by  a  silver  plate  made  for  the  pui-pose.  But  pre- 
vious to  this  he  was  a  notable  hero  in  the  battle  of  Oriskany, 
which  occurred  August  6,  1777.  In  June,  1782,  when  Wash- 
ington made  a  tour  tlirough  this  portion  of  the  country,  an 
elegant  entertainment  was  given  him  in  Schenectady,  on  which 
occasion  he  placed  Colonel  Yisscher  at  his  right  hand  in 
honor  of  his  distinguished  services. 

He  was  appointed  Brigadier-Greneral  by  Governor  George 
Clinton  February  6,  1787,  but  declining  to  accept  this  office  he 
was  on  the  27th  of  March  following  appointed  first  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Montgomery  county,  which 
office  he  filled  with  ability  and  honor  till  January  24,  1801.

There  is  much  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  tliis  family  of 
DoMLNiE  Yan  Djuessen's.  The  marj-iage  of  Dominie  Yan 
Dkiessen  and  that  of  Mary  are  taken  from  "  'Now  York  mar- 
riages "  ])ublislied  ])y  the  autliority  of  tlic  State.  The  l)irtli 
and  deatli  of  Catliariiie  is  taken  from  a  record  in  a  J*sahii  book 
originally  belonging  to  Catharine  Yan  Dkiessen  in  which  is 
written  "  Maritje  Oothout  her  book,  born  March  11,  1690," 
and  l)elow  it  "  August  15,  1738,  is  born  my  eldest  daughter 
and  is  named  Catharine."  In  another  hand  is  written  '*  Catha- 
rine Yan  Dkiessen,  her  book,"  and  later  "1823,  February 
17th,  Aunt  (yatharine  died  aged  84  years.  (See  Grevenradt 
JJiblc  record  in  this  hook.)    Maritje  Oothout  died  single,  and 
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the  inference  is  tliat  the  book  passed  into  the  hands  of  Mar- 
gariet,  her  sister,  who  married  Dominie  Jan  (Johannes)  Yan 
Driessen.  In  settling  the  estate  of  (3)  Ilendrick  Oothont  a  por- 
tion was  given  to  (20)  Margariet,  wife  of  Jan  Yan  Driessen. 
Letters  about  this  estate  were  received  by  (25)  Isaac  Bogart  and 
(19)  Hendrickie  Oothout,  his  wife,  from  Dominie  Jan  Yan 
Driessen  (written  from  Aqnickanonck,  IS".  J.)  as  late  as  No- 
vember 11,  1748.  That  Eachel  was  the  daughter  of  Dominie 
Jan  Yan  Driessen,  and  that  she  married  a  Salisbury  from 
Catskill  and  had  no  children,  the  compiler  believes  to  be  correct, 
but  unfortunately  has  lost  the  reference  from  whence  the  note 
was  taken.  As  to  the  marriage  of  Catharine  to  Abraham  Lan- 
sing that  is  also  in  doubt. 

The  Rev.  Johannes  (Jan)  Yan  Driessen  was  a  younger 
brother  of  the  Rev.  Petrus.  He  was  born  in  Holland  or  Bel- 
gium in  1697.  He  completed  his  education  in  the  latter 
country  and  came  to'  America  probably  later  than  his  brother 
Petrus  with  whom  he  continued  his  studies  for  the  ministry. 
He  was  given  a  license  to  preach  by  the  Presbytery  of  'New 
Haven  April  13,  1727,  after  sustaining  a  thorough  examination 
in  the  Halls  of  Yale  College.  He  was  acting  as  the  Pastor  of 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  at  Kinderhook  from  1727  to 
1738,  but  was  never  regularly  installed  as  such  in  consequence 
of  his  not  having  been  ordained  and  licensed  by  the  mother 
church  at  Albany.  He  was  officiating  as  Pastor  of  the  French 
church  at  l^ew  Paltz  from  1731  to  1736,  supplying  also  Clav- 
erack,  Livingston  Manor  and  Germantown.  He  received  a  call 
from  and  removed  to  Aquickanonck,  1^.  J.,  where  he  remained 
till  1748,  and  was  alive  as  late  as  the  11th  of  ITovember  of  that 
year.

Teunis  Yan  der  Poel  made  his  will  June  17,  168?,  in 
which  he  mentioned  his  wife,  to  w^hom  he  left  a  house  in  Am- 
sterdam, Holland,  which  she  devised  to  her  three  daughters. 
Catrina,  widow  of  Teunis  Yan  der  Poel,  made  a  will  Decem- 
ber 11,  1694,  in  which  she  refers  to  the  will  of  her  late  hus- 
band Anthony  Cornelis  Yan  der  Poel  and  to  their  three 
children  above-mentioned.  Teunis  Yan  der  Poel  owned  half 
of  "  Constapel's  Island  opposite  Puerde  HoeckP  In  1671  he 
was  one  of  the  magistrates  of  Albany.

Dr.  Samuel  Staats  was  a  prominent  leader  during  Leisler's 
administration  of  the  government,  and  probably  left  New  York 
soon  after  its  collapse,  and  settled  in  Poelsburgh.  His  tomb- 
stone was  seen  at  the  grave-yard  in  that  place  some  years  since. 

The  Hon.  Aaron  Yan  dek  Poel  in  a  letter  to  his  nephew 
S.  Oakley  Yan  der  Poel,  M.  D.,  of  New  York,  dated  Jan- 
uary 17,  1867,  says  in  relation  to  Annetje  Staats  : 

^'  Johannes  Yan  der  Poel  married  on  the  Flats  between 
Albany  and  Troy,  Annetje  Staats,  the  niece  and  adopted 
daughter  of '  Aunt  Schuyler,^  who  has  been  called  and  distin- 
guished as  the  '  American  Lady '  by  Mrs.  Grant,  of  Edinburgh, 
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who  was  with  her  fatlier,  a  British  officer,  stationed  at  Albany 
more  than  a  hundred  years  ago,  and  who  has  written  a  book 
chielly  laudatory  of  '  Aunt  Schuyler.''  On  page  203  of  the  book 
my  grandmother  (your  great  grandmother),  is  mentioned  as 
Mrs.  Yan  der  Polen.  She  was  tlie  daughter  of  a  Doctor 
Staats  who  had  married,  I  think,  a  sister  of  '  Aunt  Schityler^^ 
and  who  died  at  my  grandfather's  (Johannes  Yan  der  Poel) 
house,  and  was  buried  at  Poelsburgli.  His  headstone  was  seen 
there  some  years  ago,  but  I  suspect  the  old  grave-yard  is  now 
obliterated." 

The  Hon.  Aaron  Yan  der  Poel  was  probably  wrong  in 
supposing  Annetje  Staats  to  have  been  a  niece  of  "Aunt 
Schuyler  '  The  American  Lady.'  "  She  was,  no  doubt,  her 
cousin,  some  twenty  or  more  years  younger,  and  her  daughter 
by  adoption. 

Mrs.  Schuyler  was  called  "  Aunt "  by  every  one,  a  compli- 
ment to  her  great  kindness  and  generosity.  Judge  Yan  der 
Poel  probably  received  the  impression  that  his  gi*aildmother 
was  her  niece  from  this  circumstance.

He  was  removed  from  this  position  for  disaffection  to  the 
American  government.  He  afterwards  joined  the  British 
forces  and  commanded  a  company  of  Refugees  on  Staten 
Island.  While  acting  in  this  capacity  he  was  taken  sick,  and  it 
is  said  through  the  influence  of  his  mother  with  her  relative 
General  Pieter  Schuyler,  a  pass  through  the  American  lines 
was  secured  for  him.  She  brought  him  home,  cared  for  him 
until  his  recovery,  and  returned  him  to  his  company  on  Staten 
Island. 

His  estate  was  confiscated  by  the  government  and  he  was 
thus  rendered  almost  penniless.  He  was  a  man  of  extraordinary 
intellect,  and  of  a  frank,  noble  and  generous  nature,  but  he 
never  enjoyed  a  day  of  peace  after  the  mistaken  step  he  took 
in  the  Revolution.  After  his  marriage  he  purchased  a  small 
farm  in  Chatham  over  the  hill,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
Kinderhook  Lake.    He  died  in  Chatham  December  25,  1807. 

MoYCA  HuYCK,  widow  of  Isaac  Yan  dee  Poel,  died  in 
Stuyvesant,  N.  Y.,  J^ovember  20,  182Y,  and  was  interred  in 
the  Kinderhook  cemetery. 

Her  mother  Elizabeth  Yan  Dyck  was  the  daughter  of  Arent 
Yan  Dyck  and  Heyltie  Yan  Alen.  She  married  Jacobus 
(James)  Huyck,  of  Pompaonie.  She  had  three  children,  Arent, 
Burger  and  Moyca,  who  married  as  above. 

Arent  Yan  Dyck  was  one  of  His  Majesty's  justices  of  the 
peace  for  the  colony.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  education  and 
talents,  and  the  general  scribe  for  the  region  in  which  he  lived. 
He  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  Hendrick  Yan  Dyck,  who  was  the 
attorney- general  of  the  Dutch  province  of  I^ew  York,  and  who 
came  from  the  West  Indies  with  Governor  Stuyvesant.  He 
and  Stuyvesant  were  two  obstinate  Dutchmen,  and  seem  to 
have  quarreled  all  the  way  from  the  West  Indies  to  New  York.

"  Dr.  S.  Oakley  Tan  der  Poel,  late  Health  officer  of  the 
Vort  of  New  York,  was  ])orn  at  Kinderliook,  Columbia  county, 
Fel)rnary  22d,  1824.  llis  father  was  a  physician  of  consider- 
able local  celebrity,  and  other  members  of  the  family  have  be- 
come prominent  in  various  departments  of  intellectual  effort 
and  business  enterj)rise.  IJis  l)oyhood  and  youth  were  passed 
in  his  native  ])la('e,  and  much  out-door  hfe  in  that  beautiful 
and  licahliful  (hstric-t  contributed  to  tlie  development  of  a 
\  ii^orous  and  rol)ust  constitution.  At  an  i;arly  fige  he  completed 
his  preparatory  training  in  the  Xinderhook  Academy,  and  en- 
tered uj)(»n  llis  collegiate  coui'sc  in  the  University  of  New  York, 
of  which  institution  the  venerable  and  scholarly  Theodore 
Frelinghuysen  was  then  Chancellor.  Bearing  its  dii)loma,  he 
returned  to  begin  the  study  of  medicine  with  his  father,  and 
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after  a  thorougli  course  at  home  and  in  the  institution,  gradu- 
ated at  Jefferson  Medical  College,  Philadelphia,  in  the  spring 
of  1845.  For  the  next  two  years  he  was  associated  in  business 
with  his  father.    But  he  still  regarded  his  labors  as  only  pre- 
paratory to  the  real  professional  career  he  had  marked  out,  and, 
m  the  fall  of  1847,  went  to  Paris  to  pursue  his  studies  with 
the  superior  advantages  belonging  to  that  brilliant  capital.  It 
was  a  remarkable  period.    Paris  was  in  the  midst  of  profound 
agitation.    The  unpopular  ministry  of  Guizot  and  the  tremb- 
ling throne  of  the  citizen  king  were  tottering  to  their  fall. 
This  political  ferment  culminated  in  the  violent  revolution  of 
February,  1848,  ending  in  the  abdication  of  Louis  Phillipe, 
and  the  proclamation  of  the  Second  Pepublic.    Dr.  Yan  der 
Poel  witnessed  these  memorable  and  turbulent  scenes,  and,  as 
the  seething  tumult  was  unpropitious  to  the  calm  prosecution 
of  studies,  he  traveled  through  the  south  of  France  and  Italy 
witnessing  at  Lyons,  Marseilles,  Kaples,  Pome,  Florence  and 
Milan,  the  various  acts  of  the  revolutionary  drama  then  ex- 
citing all  Europe.    Immediately  after  the  bloody  days  of  June 
he  returned  to  the  French  capital  and  remained  for  a  consider- 
able period.  In  the  spring  of  1850  he  settled  in  Albany  where 
he  speedily  acquired  a  remunerative  practice,  which  continued 
thereafter  flattering  and  progressive.     He  was  soon  after  mar- 
ried to  Gertrude,  daughter  of  Dr.  Peter  Wendell,  Chancellor 
of  the  Regents  of  the  University.    In  1857  Governor  King 
appointed  him  Surgeon- General  of  the  State,  and  three  years 
later  he  was  chosen  President  of  the  Albany  County  Medical 
Society,  being  also  re-elected  the  following  year.    In  1861  he 
was  again  invited  to  the  office  of  surgeon-general  by  Governor 
Morgan.    The  position  proved  in  this  case  not  one  of  mere 
empty  honor.    The  inauguration  of  the  war,  shortly  after  his 
term  began,  imposed  duties  and  responsibilities  far  more  ardu- 
ous, delicate  and  important  than  had  ever  before  devolved  upon 
that  or  any  other  similar  position  in  this  country.    It  became 
necessary,  without  the  guide  of  precedent  or  experience,  to 
improvise  a  vast  and  systematic  bureau,  meeting  every  require- 
ment attaching  to  the  complete  medical  organization  of  a  great 
force.     There  were  many  militia  regiments  to  be  promj)tly 
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provided  with  medical  supplies  and  iiistriinients  as  they  hurned 
to  the  field.  There  were  nuinerous  volunteer  regiments  rapidly 
assembling,  requiring  immediate  care  for  their  sick  and  atten- 
tion to  their  permanent  organization.  There  were  hundreds 
of  surgeons  and  assistants  coming  from  every  section  of 
tlie  State,  representing  every  grade  of  the  profession, 
wliose  qualifications  were  to  be  examined  and  decided. 
New  regiments  were  uninterruptedly  organized  and  old 
regiments  demanded  constant  attention,  even  after  they 
had  passed  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  in  order  that 
a  competent  medical  staff  might  be  maintained.  This  last  duty 
was  made  peculiarly  harassing  and  exhausting  by  the  crude  system 
of  the  General  Government  during  the  first  two  years  of  the 
w^ar.  In  many  cases  the  medical  ofticers  no  sooner  became  con- 
versant with  their  duties  than  the  novelty  and  romance  vanished, 
their  resignations  were  offered  and  accepted,  and  the  surgeon 
general  required  to  fill  the  vacancies  with  such  prompitude 
that  the  public  service  should  suffer  no  detriment.  The  magni- 
tude of  the  responsibility  and  the  severity  of  the  labor  thus 
imjDosed,  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  there  were  between 
six  and  seven  hundred  positions  upon  the  medical  staff  to  be 
kept  filled  with  competent  officers.  A  still  more  significant 
testimony  is  embodied  in  the  statement  that  at  one  time  the 
sui-geon  general  was  called  upon  to  make  over  five  hundred  ap- 
pointments in  the  space  of  six  weeks.  Nor  was  this  all.  He 
was  obliged  to  establish  and  perfect  a  system  of  protnotion 
w4iich  should  be  just,  without  favoritism,  and  confer  reward 
without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  His  patronage 
was  immense.  With  hundreds  of  officers  in  this  department, 
iij)(»n  wliose  respective  merits  none  but  himself  could  decide, 
it  rcfjuired  a  nice  sense  of  honor  and  a  wise  discrimination  to 
distribute  the  a[)p(jiutnients  in  such  a  way  that  the  good  of  the 
general  service  might  be  liai-monized  with  a  recognation  of  just 
pc^rsonal  claims.  Nothing  could  j)ut  the  professional  acquire- 
ments and  the  executive  talents  of  a  man  to  a  severer  test  than 
these  vari(;d,  complicated  and  difficult  duties  ;  and  it  is  but  to 
repeat  the  judgnuMit  of  the  highest  authorities  to  say  that  they 
were  pei-fornied  Ijy  Dr.  Van  DKit  Poel  with  signal  al>ility.  His 
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successful  administration  elicited  the  official  approval  of  both 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and  con- 
stitutes an  important  chapter  in  the  association  of  i^ew  York 
with  the  great  contest.  In  1867  he  was  appointed  to  the  chair 
of  General  Pathology  and  Clinical  Medicine  in  the  Albany 
Medical  College,  which  he  held  for  three  years,  and  then  re- 
signed for  personal  reasons.  About  the  same  time  he  was 
appointed  a  manager  of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Utica,  a 
position,  still  retained.  In  February,  1870  he  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the 
highest  recognition  in  the  power  of  his  professional  brethren 
to  bestow.  Dr.  Van  dek  Poel  was  in  1872  called  by  Governor 
Hoffman  to  take  charge  of  the  Quarantine  Department  of  the 
Port  of  New  York  as  Health  Officer  of  the  Port.  The  irregu- 
larities of  this  office  for  many  years  had  been  the  theme  of  dis- 
cussion in  legislative  councils  and  commercial  conventions,  and 
nothing  in  the  way  of  reform  seemed  effective.  The  antagon 
isms  of  commerce  and  quarantine  were  developed  to  the  fullest 
extent.  In  this  field,  with  all  its  complications,  there  was  full 
scope  for  the  executive  ability  which  Dr.  Yan  dee  Poel  had 
displayed  so  often  before.  Taken  as  it  really  exists,  and  exe- 
cuted honestly,  this  is  the  highest  medical  office  in  the  world. 
To  Dr.  Yan  dee  Poel  is  due  the  credit  of  restoring  it  to  its 
true  position.  His  first  action  was  to  reduce  the  various  parts 
of  it  to  one  system.  The  enormous  expenditures,  averaging 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  annually  for  some  years,  had 
grown  into  a  heterogeneous  organization  without  much  system. 
Taking  charge  of  it  purely  as  a  sanitary  interest.  Dr.  Yan  dee 
Poel  placed  in  the  hands  of  those  who  owned  merchandise  and 
ships,  the  work  which  had  to  be  done  on  their  vessels,  and 
which  thus  could  be  done  by  them  under  the  ordinary  business 
rules  that  controled  such  things  elsewhere.  The  quarantine 
law,  which  had  grown  by  successive  enactments  into  an  au- 
thority for  oppressive  administration,  was  codified  and  relaxed 
from  some  if  its  provisions,  only  retaining  what  was  necessary 
of  sanitary  restraint  for  the  public  safety,  and  these  changes 
urged  upon  the  legislature.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
quarantine,  we  find  commerce  sustaining  it.    Mercantile  as- 
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sociations  j-nissed  coiiipliincntary  and  approving  resolutions,  and 
petitioned  tlie  legislature  in  favor  of  every  change  recom- 
mended by  Dr.  Van  der  Poel.  Brandies  of  trade  which  had 
left  New  York  apparently  forever,  to  avoid  the  expenses  in- 
cident to  their  quarantine  detention,  are  returning.  In  all  this 
there  is  no  relaxation  of  sanitary  restraint  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  whole  northern  and  western  United  States,  which 
depend  upon  this  port  for  their  immigrations,  but  sanitary 
regulations  whicli  the  doctor  considered  as  his  legitimate  care, 
were  made  more  strict  than  before ;  the  whole  success  of  his 
administration  being  the  judicious  "  re-arrangement  of  the 
system  under  curtailed  expenses,  and  the  exercise  of  the  same 
executive  ability  for  which  he  had  been  distinguislied  in  previ- 
ous positions.  In  January,  1876,  he  was  elected  to  the  chair  of 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  in  the  Albany  Medical  College, 
a  position  which,  with  his  duties  of  Health  Officer  of  the  Port, 
he  has  since  earnestly  sustained.  As  a  physician  he  is  equally 
learned  in  theory,  and  skillful  in  practice.  To  large"  native 
endowments  he  adds  the  highest  cultivation.  An  extensive 
library,  whose  airq)le  stores  are  carefully  enriched  with  all  the 
latest  publications,  both  American  and  foreign,  keeps  him  fully 
abreast  of  the  ripest  thought  and  best  achievements  in  medical 
science.  He  has  also  a  keen  taste  for  general  literatui-e,  and, 
Vjesides  being  a  successful  physician,  is  a  gentleman  of  large 
public  s])irit  and  genial  culture."

Hon.  Abraham  Yan  Yechten  died  January  6,  1837. 
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This  distiuguislied  lawyer  and  statesinau  was  the  youngest 
son  of  Tkunis  Van  Yechten  and  Judith  Ten  Broeck.  Few 
men  have  been  called  to  so  extensive  a  spliere  of  usefulness  and 
tilled  it  so  long  and  well  as  Abraham  A^an  Vkghten.  He  en- 
tered upon  the  scenes  of  active  life  shortly  after  the  lievolu- 
tionary  war.  He  received  liis  elementary  education  at  a  public 
school  in  Esopus,  whicli  lias  been  the  nm-sery  of  many  of  our 
distinguished  men.  He  pursued  his  professional  studies  under 
the  dii'ection  of  the  late  Chancellor  Lansing,  and  began  to 
practice  law  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  but  was  soon  in- 
vited to  occupy  a  more  extensive  lield  in  the  city  of  Albany. 
The  high  places  of  the  bar  were  then  filled  by  a  gifted  race  of 
advocates,  among  whom  were  Hamilton,  Harrison,  Burr,  Jones 
and  Livingston.  But  the  brilliancy  of  the  bar  could  not  cast 
young  Van  Vechten  in  the  shade.  He  soon  ranked  among 
his  illustrious  senioi's  as  an  equal  and  a  competitor  for  the 
highest  professiouMl  eminence.  Untiring  in  his  efforts,  the 
powers  of  his  highly-gifted  mind  w^ere  continually  developed 
and  ej^panded.  His  intellect  was  formed  to  grapple  with  the 
most  abstruse  and  dithcult  of  judicial  investigations,  and  he 
early  inured  himself  to  the  most  intense  application  of  mental 
industry.  Li  acuteness  and  the  ready  comprehension  of  any 
subject  presented  foi'  his  investigation,  he  had  few  ecpuds.' 
And  nature  seemed  to  have  furnished  him  with  powers  emi- 
nently ada])ted  to  the  illustration  of  legal  principles.  He  made 
no  display  of  legal  lore,  his  learning  seemed  to  be  incorporated 
with  his  thoughts.  What  he  had, once  read  was  well  digested 
and  remained  ever  ready  for  aj^plication.  A  large  portion  of 
his  life  was  s])ent  in  tli(i  discussion  of  legal  questions  in  our 
highest  tribunals  of  law  and  equity;  there  he  was  always 
listened  to  with  profound  attention  by  our  most  eminent  judges. 
His  arguments  were  (jalculated  to  elucidate  and  histruct,  and 
greatly  to  aid  the  tribunals  to  which  they  were  addressed,  in 
forming  cornict  conclusions.  His  style  was  remarkable  for 
purity,  perspicuity  and  strength.  His  train  of  thought  was 
niiini))assioncd,  yet  caiMUist  ;nid  forcible.  His  talents  w(;re  too 
conspicuous  to  allow  him  to  coniine  his  efforts  to  the  bar.  He 
was  repeatedly  chosen  to  I'epretient  his  fellow  citizens  in  both 
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brandies  of  tlie  Legislature.  The  Senate  chamber  was  the 
theatre  of  some  of  his  highest  intellectual  efforts.  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  court  for  the  correction  of  errors,  he  has  left  behind 
him  enduring  monuments  of  his  legal  wisdom.  For  a  number 
of  years  he  filled  the  office  of  Attorney-General  with  distin- 
guished ability.  At  an  early  period  of  his  life  a  seat  on  the 
bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  was  offered  him  by  Governor 
Jay,  a  similar  offer  was  made  to  him  at  a  later  period.  He  de- 
clined these  proffered  honors,  preferring  the  labors  of  the  bar 
as  more  congenial  to  his  habits  and  feelings.  The  causes  in 
our  books  of  reports,  in  which  he  took  part  as  counsel,  numer- 
ous as  they  are,  give  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  amount  of  pro- 
fessional labor  performed  by  him.  For  more  than  half  a 
century  his  brilliant  mind  was  constantly  shedding  its  light 
over  the  jurisprudence  of  the  State.  The  bar  had  long  de- 
lighted to  accord  to  him  the  highest  honors  it  could  bestow. 
To  the  younger  members  of  the  profession  he  had  greatly  en- 
deared himself  by  his  kindness  and  courteous  manners,  and  by 
all  he  was  venerated  as  an  illustrious  model  of  professional 
excellence.  In  his  daily  consultations  with  his  clients  he  was 
emphatically  a  peacemaker.  It  was  his  constant  habit  to  advise 
the  settlement  of  disputes  whenever  it  was  practicable.  He 
allowed  no  sordid  motives  to  influence  his  advice  nor  to  bias 
his  mind  in  giving  his  opinions.  He  was  Recorder  of  the  city 
of  Albany  from  1797  to  1808;  State  Senator  from  1798  to 
1805,  and  from  1816  to  1820  ;  member  of  Assembly  from  1805 
to  1815 ;  Attorney-General  of  the  State  for  the  year  1810,  and 
was  again  appointed  in  1813,  and  served  two  years,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1821.  His  char- 
acter as  a  citizen  in  the  private  walks  of  life  afforded  a  model 
of  excellence.  He  constantly  displayed  in  his  intercourse  with 
his  neighbors  and  acquaintances  the  most  amiable  social  qualities 
which  adorn  the  human  heart.  To  his  other  traits  of  character 
was  added  one  which  is  justly  deemed  of  far  the  most  impor- 
tance, he  was  a  sincere  believer  in  the  Saviour  of  the  World, 
and  a  venerated  member  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  church.  In 
her  judicatories  his  paternal  counsels  were  listened  to  with 
reverence,  as  eminently  calculated  to  promote  the  peace  and 
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prosperity  of  the  eliureh.  His  disinterestedness  was  a  promi- 
nent feature  in  liis  cliaracter,  and  was  the  foundation  of  that 
unbounded  confidence  wliich  was  reposed  in  him  by  all  who 
knew  him.  In  his  domestic  circle  he  was  remarkable  for  kind- 
ness and  affectionate  attention  to  the  feelings  and  wants  of 
those  who  were  dependent  upon  him."

^'Hon.  Tennis  Van  Yechten  died  at  his  residence  in  Broad- 
way, Albany,  Y.,  February  4, 1859.  He  was  Mayor  of  the 
city  from  1837  to  1838.  He  graduated  with  high  honors  at 
Union  College  and  commenced  the  study  of  law  in  the  office 
of  Chancellor  Lansing.  He  continued  the  practice  of  the  pro- 
fession, at  different  times,  with  Recorder  Baldwin,  John  Davis, 
Daniel  Cady  and  Charles  M.  Jenkings,  until  his  illness,  in 
February,  1850.

Affairs  from  1724  to  1734,  also  Commissioner  for  receiving 
lines  under  the  Oswego  act  of  1727.  He  made  a  will  dated 
July  29,  1749,  which  was  proved  June  20,  1750,  in  which  he 
gives  to  his  oldest  son  Johannes  all  his  surveying  instruments 
and  law  books  in  lieu  of  all  claims  he  may  have  to  his  father's 
estate,  whether  real  or  personal,  "for  reasons  to  him  best 
known  "  ;  to  his  other  surviving  children  he  gave  all  his  real 
estate  in  the  town  of  Schenectady  ;  to  his  "  dear,  trusty,  faith- 
ful, beloved,  honest  son  Abraham,"  he  left  all  his  lands,  houses 
and  premises  on  both  sides  of  the  Beaver  Kill,  Albany,  with 
the  saw  mill,  dam,  saws,  grist  mills,  grinding  stones,  brew  house, 
kettles,  orchard,  etc.,  horse,  cow,  pleasure  sleigh,  and  large 
Holland  gun,  marked  with  his  name  on  the  lock ;  also  two  lots 
in  the  south  part  of  Albany  ;  one  lot  in  the  north  part  of  said 
city  on  condition  that  he  pay  his  father's  debts,  if  he  keep  said 
lots ;  also  a  farm  on  Norman's  Kill  on  condition  of  paying  the 
tenth  of  the  produce  to  the  lord  of  the  manor,  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  Colonie  of  Rensselaerwyck ;  to  his  youngest 
son  Philip  he  bequeathed  his  dwelling-house  and  lot  in  the  first 
ward  of  Albany,  with  all  his  pasture  land  on  both  sides  of 
tlie  Rutten  Kill,  with  right  to  his,  the  testator's  widow,  and  his 
two  unmarried  daughters  Elizabeth  and  Engeltje  to  occupy 
said  house  and  lots  whilst  sole.  Philip  was  also  to  remain 
with  his  sisters  as  long  as  he  remained  unmarried,  and  the 
testator's  ineaning  is  "  that  they  shall  never  l)e  put  out  of 
doors  as  long  as  they  remain  unmarried."  He  is  also  to  have 
free  grinding  of  his  bread  corn  at  the  mill  left  to  Abraham, 
two  chocolate  pots  and  pans,  and  he  and  Abraham  are  to  build

CoKNELis  Wendell  had  been  during  all  his  life-time  a  con- 
spicuous man  in  his  business  avocation,  in  the  political  world, 
in  the  social  sphere,  and  in  the  many  associations  with  which 
he  has  been  connected.  Starting  in  youth  as  a  humble  ap- 
prentice in  the  typographical  calling,  he  rose  steadily  to  the 
proprietorship  of  a  prominent  daily  journal,  to  the  responsible 
position  of  government  printer  at  Washington,  and  to  the  oc- 
cupancy of  several  other  public  trusts,  and  in  all  these  stations 
he  so  distinguished  himself  by  his  energy,  fitness,  talent,  and 
social  qualities,  that  he  had  acquired  a  fame  throughout  the 
country,  exceeded  in  extent  by  but  few  men.  He  learned,  or 
at  least  the  rudiments  of  the  "  art  preservative  of  all  arts,"  in 
the  printing  office  of  Denio  &  Richards,  who  then  published 
the  Daily  Morning  Chronicle,  commencing  his  indentureship 
in  1828.  It  was  a  political  newspaper,  established  to  promote 
the  re-election  of  John  Quincy  Adams  to  the  Presidency.  Upon 
leaving  that  office  he  was  employed  in  the  extensive  establish- 
ment of  Obadiah  Yan  Benthuysen,  where  he  finished  his  trade. 
While  still  at  work  as  a  journeyman,  he,  with  several  others  of 
like  position  in  the  craft,  started  a  newspaper  entitled  The 
Albanian,  which,  though  ably  managed,  did  not  long  survive. 
In  1840,  associated  with  Mr.  George  Yance,  he  published  a 
vigorous  Democratic  campaign  paper  called  The  Plaindealer. 
In  1840  the  Albany  Atlas  entered  upon  its  busy  life  and  event- 
ful career,  under  tutelage  of  Yance  &  Wendell  as  proprietors, 
and  William  Cassidy  as  editor.  Mr.  Wendell's  connection 
with  that  journal  ceased  upon  his  removal  to  Washington,  in 
or  about  1851,  to  assume  a  leading  position  in  the  government 
printing  office,  and  of  which  he  subsequently  became  the  head. 
He  never  held  any  public  office  except  the  one  last  mentioned, 
though  during  the  administrations  of  Presidents  Buchanan  and 
Johnson  he  was  assigned  to  the  discharge  of  several  missions 
of  importance  and  of  intimate  relationship  to  the  government. 
In  these  positions,  as  well  as  in  all  his  other  relations  in  life, 
52 
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Mr.  Wendell  so  deiueaned  himself  by  liis  courtesj,  liis  intel- 
ligence, his  candor  and  his  generous  instincts  as  to  extort  the 
good  opinion  and  the  warmest  admiration  of  all  to  whom 
lie  became  known,  lie  was,  perhaps,  l)est  known  in  this  city, 
where  he  spent  the  earher  period  of  his  life,  and  with  which 
he  has  ever  kept  alive  and  fresh  his  social  attachments.  With- 
out being  in  any  wise  obtrusive  in  disposition  or  manner,  his 
])resence  everywhere  and  at  all  times,  by  the  charm  of  his  ad- 
dress, assuredly  brought  to  him  a  circle  of  friends  who  delighted 
to  join  in  the  presence  of  his  society.  He  attached  himself 
while  here  to  several  associations,  in  all  of  which  he  was 
assigned  to  an  active  and  prominent  part,  lie  Avas  one  of  the 
projectors  and  lirst  mendjers  of  the  Albany  Bni'gesses  (-'Orps, 
and  so  long  as  he  could,  continued  to  be  an  activ'C  member. 
When  his  relations  to  that  company  were  necessarily  sundered 
by  his  removal  from  the  city,  he  continued  to  retain  all  possible 
connection  witli  it.  Several  years  since  lie  inaugurated  a  plan 
of  giving  eacli  year,  as  a  prize  to  the  best  soldier,  an  elegant 
medal,  and  upon  each  recurrence  of  the  day  of  the  organization 
of  the  company  that  medal  has  been  bestowed.  lie  has  warmly 
kept  alive  all  his  social  relations  in  this  city,  and  his  death  now 
will  awaken  a  sentiment  of  sorrow  as  fervent  and  as  wide-spi-ead 
as  would  the  announcement  of  the  decease  of  any  person  that 
evei'  lived  among  us.  Though  dui'ing  nearly  liis  whole  life- 
time he  has  been  moi-e  or  less  actively  employed  in  the  business 
of  politics,  he  has  never,  by  speech  or  conduct,  given  olfence. 
Towards  political  adversaries  he  has  evei"  been  courteous  and 
magnanimous.  And  so  it  will  transpire  that  the  remeird)rance 
(»f  his  ])olitical  sentiments  or  action,  will  n(!\(M-  endure  in  their 
iiicmoi'ics  to  lessen  in  the  h^ast  the  regret  th;it  liis  dcjath  shall 
awaken.

Wendell's  methods  and  movements  were  discussed  at  some 
length,  and  the  moral  pointed  that  honest  endeavor  and  strict 
adherence  to  rigid  rules  must  result  in  tlie  meeds  of  prosperity. 
Fifty  years  ago  Mr.  Wendell,  than  an  ambitious  youth  in  his 
teens,  was  bound  out  to  Henry  Hoyt,  a  jeweler,  whose  humble 
shop  occupied  the  present  site  of  the  Argus  building.  At  the 
bench  the  young  apprentice  proN^ed  himself  an  expert  at  his 
trade.

Mulford  on  State  street,  now  occupied  by  Gray's  book  store,  he 
was  received  as  a  partner  in  1842.  The  principle  which  ad- 
vanced his  prospects  at  that  time,  became  his  own  guide  in 
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business  thereafter.  Wlieuever  Mr.  Wendell  found  beliind 
liis  own  counters  a  spirit  which  liad  justified  sufficient  con- 
lidence,  he  never  hesitated  to  reward  it  with  an  interest  in  his 
business.

On  excavating  the  trenches  in  November,  1882,  for  the  foundation  of  the 
addition  to  the  public  market  (which  was  formerly  the  Middle  Dutch 
Church)  on  Beaver  street,  Albany,  several  tombstones  were  unearthed 
and  the  remains  were  removed  from  the  graves  beneath.  Among  them 
was  that  over  the  grave  of  Margaret  Oothout,  daughter  of  John  Oot- 
hout above,  and  wife  of  Col.  Hendrick  (Henry)  Quackenbush  (Quacken- 
boss.) The  stone  was  in  excellent  preservation  and  the  following  in- 
scription, remarkably  well  cut,  upon  it  in  Holland  Dutch  :

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES. 


1638,  Jacob  Teunisse,  of  Amsterdam,  was  "  Skipper  "  (Captain)  of  the 
yaclit  Dolphin. 

1693,  February  6,  Elizabeth  Teller,  widow  of  Abraham  Van  Tricht, 
kept  a  store-house.  After  the  death  of  her  first  husband,  Abraham  Van 
Tricht,  who  was  Surgeon  of  the  Fort  at  Albany,  she  married  Melgert 
W,  Van  der  Poel.  Her  sister,  Helena  Rombouts,  was  also  a  widow. 
They  were  daughters  of  William  Teller. 

1693,  November  8,  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Albany  granted  let- 
ters of  administration  upon  the  eflfects  of  Volkie  Pieters  to  Hester 
Tiercks,  widow  and  relict  of  Harmen  Bastiaense  (Vissotier.)  (Volkie 
Pieterse  was  the  wife  of  Pieter  Meese,  {i.  <?.,  Bartholomew)  Vroo- 
MAN,  to  whom  she  was  married  March  1,  1675,) 

De  Vos, 

Andries  De  Vos  was  in  Beverwyck  as  early  as  1640.  He  owned  land  in 
the  town  north  of  "  Vossen  Kill"  (Fox's  Creek),  which  i)robably  derived 
its  name  from  him.  The  creek  runs  from  the  hill  to  the  river,  crosses 
North  Pearl  street  between  Monroe  and  Canal  streets  and  Broadway 
between  Van  Tromp  and  Columbia  streets.  He  had  by  his  wife,  whose 
name  is  unknown,  three  or  four  children.  One  of  them,  Catalyntie^ 
had  three  husbands,  Ist,  Arent  Andries  Bradt,  by  whom  she  had 
Andries  ;  Samuel,  married  Susanna  Jacobse  Van  Slycke  ;  Dirck, 
married  Maria  Van  Eps  in  1684;  Effe,  married  Claas  Van  Petten  ; 
Ariaant.ie,  married  Keyer  Jacobse  Sciiermeriiorn  ;  Cornelia,  mar- 
ried Jan  Pottleman.  Slie  married,  2d,  Barent  Janse  Van  Ditmars, 
who  was  killed  by  the  Indians  at  Schenectady  in  1690,  by  whom  she 
probably  had  no  children.  She  married,  3d,  Claas  Jans  Van  Brock- 
novEN,  of  Schenectady,  who  made  a  will  January  11,  1698,  devising  his 
property  to  the  children  of  bis  wife  by  Arent  Andries  Bradt.  He 
mentions  *'  Arent  Andries,  son  of  Andries  Bradt,  who  was  eldest  son 
of  my  b(^loved  wife  Catelyntie  Andries  de  Voss,"  also  "  Catelyntte 
Claas,  daught<;r  of  my  well  beloved  wife's  daught(!r  Ekee  Van  Petten, 
wife  of  Claas  Van  Petten,  who  was  lately  married  to  Teunis,  the  son 
of  Dirk  Teunise  (Van  Vecht^jin).  "  He  gave  his. estate,  after  the  death 
of  his  wife,  as  follows  :  B'irst,  to  the  children  of  Andries  IJradt,  deceased ; 
second,  to  Samuel  Bradt  ;  third,  Dirk  Bradt  ;  fourth,  to  Effe,  wife 
of  Claas  Van  Petten;  fifth,  to  Ariaant.ie,  wife  of  Ryer  Schermer- 
noRN ;  sixth,  to  Cornelia  sonietimo  wife  of  Jan  Pottleman,  all  six 
being  the  children  of  his  wife  by  her  first  husband  Arent  Andries 
Bradt.

Elizabeth,  Ariaantje  and  Gertruy  ;  also  his  own  three  sons  Claas 
Lorensen,  Cornelis  and  Peter,  his  brother  Teunis  Van  der  Volge, 
and  his  father  Claas  Lorensen  Van  der  Volge. 

1789,  November  16,  Gerrit  A.  Lansing,  of  Schenectady,  made  a  will  in 
which  he  mentions  his  wife  Ruth,  nephew  Abram  A.  Lansing,  son  of 
his  brother  Abraham,  nephew  Henry,  son  of  his  sister  Elizabeth,  late 
wife  of  Jonas  Oothout,  brother-in-law  John  J.  Beeckman,  sisters-in- 
law  Efpie  Gansevoort  and  Debora  Staats,  niece  Machtel,  daughter 
of  brother-in-law  John  J.  Beeckman  ;  Volkert  and  Abraham,  sons  of 
sister  Elizabeth  Oothout  ;  Abraham  and  John  Lansing,  sons  of  sis- 
ter Elsie  Lansing  ;  also  Hendrick  and  Gerrit  G.  Lansing.

The  Hamlin's  are  of  French  origin  ;  they  came  to  England 
about  1080.  Tradition  says  that  two  brothers  came  to  New 
England  and  settled  at  Barnstable  Mass..  James,  probably  the 
eldest,  brouglit  his  wife  and  at  least  one  child  with  him,  and 
rernained  permanently  at  Barnstable.  Giles,  a  sea  captain, 
soon  went  to  Middletown,  Conn.,  and  made  that  place  his  home. 
JxVMES,  with  his  family,  came  to  America  in  1640.  Giles,  his 
brother,  a  single  nian,  probably  came  later,  though  this  is  not 
known.  To  the  Barnstable  family  is  traced  the  lineage  of 
Yice-President  Hannibal  HxImlin. 

The  name  of  Hamlin  has  been  variously  w^ritten,  often

John  Hamlin,  in  the  year  1770,  at  the  age  of  thii'teen,  re- 
moved with  his  parents  to  Cnmniington  three  years  before  it 
took  tlie  niunic;i[)al  rank  of  a  town.  It  was  among  the  most 
distinct  of  his  recollections  that  while  at  Northampton,  on  his 
way  to  Cnmniington,  the  news  of  our  country's  Declaration  of 
Independence  reached  that  town,  surprising  yet  rejoicing  the 
inhabitants.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  entered  the  service  of 
his  country  for  the  maintenance  of  this  declaration,  in  which 
service  lie  continued  about  six  months.  For  this  he  was  subse- 
(piently  moderately  pensioned  b}^  the  go\'ernmeiit,  and  was,  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  the  last  of  the  Kevolutionary  j)ensi()nei's 
in  Plaintiekl.  At  the  age  of  twenty-eight  he  married  and  re- 
moved to  Plainfield,  tlien  a  district  belonging  to  (*ummington, 
thus  becoming  one  of  its  earliest  inhahitants,  tliougli  it  was  not 
incorporated  as  a  town  till  about  seventeen  yeai'S  later.  As  a 
citizen  Mr.  IIami.in  was  res[)ecfe(l  and  honored,  lia\  ing  i-eceived 
many  ofiices  of  tl-iist  by  the  suifi-ages  of  his  fellow  citizens.

Fidelia  Elvira  Fields,  wife  of  Leyerett  Joseph  Ives,  is 
thus  spoken  of  in  the  "■'  History  of  Summit  Co.,  Ohio  :  "  Prom- 
inent in  the  early  history  of  Akron,  was  the  wife  of  Leverett 
Joseph  Ives  —  Fidelia  Elvira  Ives.  She  traces  her  lineage 
through  a  number  of  original  settlers  of  'New  England,  among 
whom  may  be  mentioned  Samuel  Wright,  of  Springfield,  Mass., 
Elder  John  Strong,  of  Northampton,  Mass.,  (1)  Lieut.  John 
Ilollister  and  (I)  Richard  Treat,  both  of  Wethersfield,  Conn., 
and  Zachariah  Field,  of  Northampton,  Mass.,  grandson  of  John 
Field,  of  England,  the  astronomer,  who  in  1556  wrote  the 
first  astronomical  work  in  England,  ever  published,  based  on 
the  tables  of  the  Copernican  system.  In  consequence  of  which 
he  has  become  known  to  history  as  the  '  Proto-Copernicah,  of 
England.'  Like  her  ancestors,  Fidelia  E.  Ives,  possesses  energy, 
activit}^,  and  strength  of  character.  Through  all  the  years  of 
her  residence  in  A.kron  her  gentleness  of  spirit,  and  large 
benevolence  secured  her  many  friends." 

Leverett  Joseph  Ives  removed  about  1838  from  Western 
New  York  to  Hamilton,  C.  W.  In  the  spring  of  1887,  owing  to 
tlie  Canada  Rebellion,  being  unwilling  to  swear  allegiance  to 
the  British  Crown,  he  removed  to  Cleveland,  O.,  and  in  th6 
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following  autiiiiiu  went  to  Akron,  thirty  miles  distant,  where 
he  settled  as  a  druggist,  i-eniaining  there  for  twenty-three  years. 
In  1S60  he  removed  to  ('hicago.  After  remaining  in  the  west 
a  uuniher  of  years,  he  returned  east,  and  died  September  20, 
1876,  at  his  residence  in  East  Orange,  J.,  ae.  70  years. 
The  "  History  of  Summit  County"  says  of  liini :  "He  was 
honest  and  upright  in  his  dealings  with  men.  A  good  citizen, 
a  kindly  friend  and  neighbor,  his  manners  were  pleasing  and 
fidl  of  hospitality."  In  politics  he  was  a  tirm  llepublican, 
sym[)athizing  largely  with  the  cause  of  free(hjin  to  the  slaves. 
When  Old  John  Brown  the  Martyr"  went  to  Kansas,  he  pre- 
sented him  with  the  rifle  he  carried  with  him. 

Leverett  Joseph  Ices  is  <t  descendant  of  William  Ives,  one 
of  the  original  free  planters  of  Neto  Ilit  mn,  and  according  to 
8avo.ge  came  over  in  the  ship  ''^  Traelove'\froin  London,  in, 
1635,  to  Boston,  at  the  age  of  28.

The  following  interesting  account  of  Mr.  Lanman  is  taken 
from  "  Good  Literature :  " 

An  interesting  account  of  the  life  and  works  of  Hon.  Charles 
Lanman,  of  Washington,  is  printed  in  a  recent  number  of  the 
Turf,.  Field,  and  Farm.  "Many  years  ago,"  it  says,  "Wash- 
ington Irving  christened  his  friend  and  brother  of  the  quill,  Mr. 
Charles  Lanman,  as  'the  picturesque  explorer  of  America,'  a 
sobriquet  highly  gratifying  to  the  author  and  artist,  whose 
works,  both  of  pen  and  pencil,  are  familiar  to  American  sports- 
men. Mr.  Charles  Lanman  was  born  in  Monroe,  Mich.,  June 
14, 1819,  and  received  his  education  in  Connecticut,  after  which 
he  spent  nearly  ten  years  in  New  York  city  as  a  merchant's  clerk. 
He  was  subsequently  connected  with  several  of  the  leading 
newspapers  in  various  cities  of  the  Union  —  notably  the  Chron- 
icle, of  Cincinnati ;  Express  of  Xew  York ;  National  Intelli- 
gencer, of  Washington,  and  such  foreign  journals  as  the  News 
and  Athenseum,  of  London.  This  association  with  literary  men 
and  the  most  prominent  journals  of  the  day  finally  led  to  the 
vocation  of  authorship,  in  which  he  was  equally  successfulT 
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PI  ere  lie  bad  ample  opportunity  to  embellish  with  the  skill  of 
the  artist  those  wild  scenes  of  forest,  lake  and  stream  so  charm 
ingly  described  by  his  pen.  This  happy  combination  of  talen- 
obtained  for  him  the  well  merited  appellation  given  by  L'ving. 
A  natural  love  for  field  sports,  and  more  particularly  the  'con- 
temi)lative  art'  of  angling,  lured  Mr.  Lanman  from  the  dingy 
city  to  the  quiet  of  the  woods  and  waters,  where  his  fancy  found 
play,  and  his  rod  might  be  used  to  advantage.  He  was  the  first 
American  to  cast  the  artificial  fly  in  the  Saguenay  region,  and 
to  describe  the  charms  of  that  since  famous  locality  for  the 
angler.  Two  large  volumes  —  'The  Wild  Sports  of  America; 
—  descriptive  of  scenery  and  sport  in  the  wilderness,  among 
the  trout-streams,  lakes,  etc.,  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
attest  his  varied  experience.  Salmon-fishing  has  been  his  favor- 
ite sport,  and  in  former  years  it  was  his  custom  to  visit  Canada 
each  season.  For  a  period  of  thirty  years  he  fished  regularly 
on  the  Potomac,  often  with  such  companions  as  Daniel  Webster, 
Mr.  Crampton,  Governor  Bibb  and  General  Gibson.  * 
He  has  fished  in  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union,  and  all  the 
best  streams  in  Canada,  never  failing  to  use  his  sketching 
materials,  and  his  illustrations  of  American  scenery  may  be 
counted  by  the  hundred.  Mr.  Lanman's  public  career  is  a 
matter  of  history.  He  has  held  the  several  positions  of  Librarian 
of  the  War  Department,  of  Copyrights  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment as  also  of  the  Interior  Department  and  the  House  of  Repre- 
esentatives.  In  ante  bellum  days  he  was  the  private  secretary  of 
Daniel  Webster,  and  at  the  head  of  the  Itcturns  oftice  in  the  In- 
terior Department.  For  ten  years  past  he  has  been  the  American 
secretary  of  the  Jai)anese  Legation,  a  very  I'esponsible  position, 
re(piiring  ex[)ciMencc  and  critical  judgment.  His  books  of  travel 
and  adventure  have  been  the  most  popular,  but  the  '  Dictionary 
of  Congress '  and '  Annals  of  the  Civil  Government  of  the  United 
States,'  proved  the  most  profitable,  as  he  received  $15,000  froin 
the  Government  for  the  first-named  alone,  and  subsequently 
sold  the  valual>h3  collecticm  of  autograph  lettbrs  from  statesmen 
and  orators  relating  to  the  works  for  $5,000.  His  'Life  of 
Daniel  Webster'  was  also  a  success,  both  in  a  literary  and 
financial  point  of  view.    The  home  of  the  artist,  author  and 
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angler,  at  Georgetown,  D.  C,  is  unique  in  style  —  a  picturesque 
house,  flanked  bj  a  flower  garden  and  lawn  of  real  artistic 
beauty.  His  home  is  a  veritable  museum  of  curiosities,  in  art, 
literature,  fleld-sports,  and  bric-a-brac.  On  the  walls  are  many 
pictures  in  oil  and  water-colors,  several  of  them  the  work  of 
his  brush.  In  portfolios,  carefully  packed  away,  are  numerous 
original  sketches,  in  oil,  by  Mr.  Lanman,  of  American  scenery 
and  sport,  ranging  from  the  provinces  to  Florida.  The  well- 
stored  library  of  some  3000  volumes  contains  a  large  number  of 
valuable  autograph  copies  from  brother  authors,  and  a  little  nook, 
which  he  fondly  terms  his  curiosity-shop,  is  literally  filled  with 
artificial  flies,  rods,  reels  and  relics  of  former  angling  days.  In 
the  way  of  oriental  books,  pictures,  etc.,  he  has  a  remarkable 
store,  including  a  three- volume  edition  of  Japanese  poetry, 
published  nearly  nine  hundred  years  ago,  which  would  be  a 
most  invaluable  work  to  the  bibliomaniac.  The  surroundings 
of  Mr.  Charles  Lanman  are  suggestive  of  the  literary  and 
artistic  taste  which  is  characteristic  of  the  man,  and  his  love  of 
angling  is  by  no  means  impaired  by  years,  though  he  has  given 
up  the  more  laborious  sports  of  the  field.  His  round  of  busy 
life,  though  exacting,  leaves  him  leisure  for  enjoying  such 
luxury  as  may  be  found  in  books,  the  society  of  friends 
and  '  ye  rare  old  sporte  of  ye  angle.' "  Mr.  Lanman's  new 
work,  lately  issued,  entitled  '  The  Leading  Men  of  Japan,' 
is  published  by  D.  Lothrop  &  Co.,  of  Boston.  Mr.  Lanman's 
late  work,  entitled  '  Curious  Characters  and  Pleasant  Places,' 
published  by  Douglas  of  Edinburgh,  has  been  well  received 
in  England.  The  Athenaeum  says  that  it  is  "written 
in  an  unaffected  style  and  with  a  good  taste  which  his 
more  cultured  countrymen  must  admire,  and  which  others 
have  full  reason  to  envy ; "  and  also  that  the  papers  "  leave 
upon  their  readers  a  pleasant  feeling  for  their  author.''  The 
Saturday  Review  pays  Mr.  Lanman  the  compliment  of  saying 
he  "  has  written  a  pleasant  and  instructive  volume,  in  a  quiet 
and  faithful  style,  never  trying  to  be  funny,  epigrammatic, 
brilliant  or  fine,  but  conscientiously  noting  down  all  that  he 
has  seen  and  knows."  The  Academy,  after  comparing  him 
with  Washington  Irving,  on  the  score  of  his  possessing  a 
"  pleasant  old  world  style  "  of  writing,  speaks  of  this  new 
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volume  as  a  "bundle  of  delightful  reminiscences,  touched  with 
that  light  and  graceful  hand  which  is  common  to  all  his  type."

RATHBONE. 


No  attempt  has  as  yet  been  made  to  trace  out  and  confirm 
by  documentary  evidence,  the  early  history  of  the  Rathbone 

family  in  America.  Yarious  accounts  were  formerly  current 
concerning  their  origin,  one  asserting  that  the  family  was 
descended  from  Thomas  Rathbone  who  came  from  England 
in  1621 ;  another  deriving  them  from  John  Rathbone  of 
the  Liverpool  family  who  emigrated  from  that  city  in 
1625  ;  and  a  third  from  an  elder  brother  of  Col.  John  Kath- 
BONE,  an  officer  of  the  Parliamentary  army  of  1658,  who  was 
noted  for  his  devotion  to  Eepublican  principles. 

The  first  of  the  name,  however,  who  appears  in  America,  is 
the  Rev.  William  Rathbone  to  whom  allusion  is  made  in  a 
work  published  in  1637,  and  reprinted  in  the  Historial  Collec- 
tions of  Massachusetts.  He  seems  to  have  been  an  author,  and 
as  his  doctrinal  views  did  not  accord  with  those  prevailing  in 
the  Massachusetts  Colony,  the  supposition  is  that  he  and  his 
descendants  were  not  admitted  into  the  New  England  church 
as  members,  and  consequently  were  not  permitted  to  take  part 
in  general  public  affairs. 

Mr.  James  Savage,  in  his  Genealogical  Dictionary,  speaks  of 
one  of  a  somewhat  similar  name  George  (Rabone)  Rabun  (which 
Belknap,  in  his  History  of  New  Hampshire,  says  may  be  a 
mistake  for  Rathbone),  who  was  in  Exeter  in  1639.  This 
George  Rabone  was  one  of  those  who  in  the  previous  year  had 
sympathized  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelwright,"^"  the  brother 


*  W^heelwriffht  was  a  man  of  learning,  piety  and  position, "  but  how  and  whenMe 
came  to  America  is  unlinown."  See  Drakes  History  of  Boston,  p.  60. 
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of  the  fiimous  Mi's.  Anno  Hutchinson,  and  was  witli  him  ban- 
ished from  Boston  for  defending  his  religious  opinions.  Being 
dei)rived  of  all  his  privileges  as  a  citizen  he  combined  with  his 
fellow  exiles,  some  thirty-five  in  number,  in  setting  up  an 
independent  government  at  Squamscot  Falls,  N.  11. ,  which 
they  called  Exeter. 

In  the  Rhode  Island  Colonial  Records  mention  is  made  of  a 
John  Ilawsbone,  of  New  Shoreham,  who  was  admitted  to  full 
political  I'iglits  as  freeman,  May*  4,  1664,  being  the  same  person 
whom  the  Block  Island  Records  name  Joun  Ratubone.  This 
JouN  Ratubone  was  one  of  those  who  met  at  the  house 
of  Dr.  Alcock  August  17,  1660,  to  confer  about  the  pur- 
chase of  Block  Island,  and  was  one  of  the  origiiial  sixteen 
])urchasers  of  that  island  from  Gov.  Endicott  and  three  others 
to  whom  it  had  been  granted  for  public  services.  In  1676 
John  Ratubone  was  chosen  one  of  the  sui'veyors  of  highways. 
In  1682,  1683  and  1684,  he  occupied  a  place  in  the  Rhode 
Ishiiid  General  Assembly  as  representative  fi'om  Block  Island. 
In  1'686  he  was  one  of  the  petitioners  to  the  King  of  (ireat 
Britain  in  reference  to  the  "  Quo  Warranto,"  and  in  1688  was 
one  of  the  grand  jury  of  Rhode  Island. 

In  Niles'  Historical  Narrative  of  the  French  and  Indian 
wars,  ])ublished  in  1760,  we  find  the  following:  "In  the  year 
1689  in  the  month  of  July,  Mr.  Rathbone  had  a  narrow 
escaj)e  from  th(;  Fi'cnch,  who  hxul  come  m  three  vessels  and 
wei-e  tlKMi  j)i!laging  the  island.  They  in(]uir(;d  of  some  one 
or  more  of  the  people  "  who  were  the  likeliest  among  them  to 
have  money."  They  told  them  of  John  Ratubone  as  t\\v, 
m()8t  likely.  The  Fnnich  ])roceeded  to  capture  him,  as  they 
HUj>pose(l,  and  (I(;iii;iii(1(m1  of  him  his  nu)ney.  Th(5  caj)tive 
denied  having  any  but  a  trifling  sum.  Tluy  endeavored  to 
make  him  confess  that  he  had  more  and  to  deliver  it  to  them, 
by  tying  him  up  niid  whipping  him  barbarously.    While  they 
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were  doing  all  this  to  an  innocent  man  whom  they  mistook  for 
the  monied  John  Rathbone,  the  latter  made  his  escape  with 
his  treasure.  They  had  mistaken  the  son  for  the  father,  who 
by  submitting  to  this  cruelty  in  the  room  of  his  father  saved 
him  from  being  robbed." 

Arnold  in  his  history  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  Vol.  1, 
p.  304r,  says :  "  The  local  history  of  Block  Island  truth- 
fully written  would  present  an  interesting  study.  The  tradi- 
tionary history  of  the  aborigines  is  full  of  the  romance  of  war. 
Their  authentic  history  in  connection  with  the  whites  abounds 
in  stirring  incidents,  the  peculiarities  of  the  English  settlers, 
and  their  posterity,  their  customs,  laws  and  domestic  institutions 
are  among  the  most  singular  and  interesting  developments  of 
civilized  life,  while  the  martial  defense  of  a  people,  within 
and  around  whose  Island  there  has  been  more  hard  fighting 
than  on  any  territory  of  equal  extent  in  America,  and  where 
the  horrors  of  savage  and  of  civilized  warfare  have  alternately 
prevailed,  almost  without  cessation  from  the  earliest  traditionary 
period  down  to  a  recent  date,  would  altogether  furnish  material 
for  a  thrilling  history  that  might  rival  the  pages  of  a  romance. 
The  dangers  of  the  sea  and  the  sterner  perils  of  war  united  to 
produce  a  race  of  men  whose  courage  and  hardihood  cannot 
be  surpassed.  It  was  out  of  such  material  that  naval  heroes 
were  made."

ordain  and  declare  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner 
and  form  following,  revoking  and  annulling  by  these  presents 
all  and  every  testament  and  testaments,  will  or  wills  heretofore 
by  me  made  and  declared,  either  by  word  or  by  writing,  and  this 
is  to  be  taken  only,  for  my  last  will  and  testament  and  none  other. 
And  first,  being  penatent  and  sorry  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart  for  my  sins  past,  most  humbly  desiring  forgiveness  for 
the  same,  I  give  and  commit  my  soul  nnto  Almighty  God,  my 
Saviour  and  Redeemer  in  hand,  and  by  the  merits  of  Jesus 
Clirist,  I  trust  and  believe  assuradly  to  be  saved  and  to  have 
full  remission  and  forgiveness  of  all  my  sins,  and  that  my  soul 
with  my  body  Jit  the  general  day  of  resurrection  shall  arise 
again  with  joy  and  through  the  merits  of  Christ's  death  and 
passion,  possess  and  inhabit  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  prepared 
(or  his  elect  and  chosen,  and  my  body  to  be  buried  in  such 
place  where  it  shall  ])lease  my  executors. 

FirHt  —  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Samuel  Rathbone 
the  table  and  cubbard  which  stand  now  in  his  house  as  for  are 
lomes  (heirlooms?)  to  the  house,  and  I  leave  my  wife  Margaret 
Rathbone  my  executrix  of  all  iriy  movable  and  household 
goods,  houses  and  chatties,  cattle,  sheep,  and  horse  kind  ;  and 
I  l(iave  (her  '^)  llio  income  of  my  house  at  Newport  for  herlife- 
liine,  and  at  her  decease  the  westward  (end?)  of  my  house  at 
N(;w|)ort,  and  th(i  leanto  of  that  end  so  far  as  the  post  that  the 
door  lunigH  (jn,  and  t  li(;  shop  to  i)e  left  for  my  son  John  Rath- 
bone's  son  John,  and  his  heirs  forever;  and  the  eastward  end 
of  said  house  and  the  rest  of  the  leanty  (leanto?)  to  be  left  for 
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my  son  William  Rathbone's  son  J  olin  and  his  heirs  forever, 
and  the  yard  to  be  equally  for  their  use. 

And  I  leave,  to  my  wife  for  her  life-time  the  twenty  acres  of 
land  whicli  I  bought  of  Henry  Hall,  and  the  running  of  two 
cows  and  a  horse  and  the  end  of  the  house  which  I  now  live  in  ; 
and  I  leave  that  my  four  sons  shall  pay  to  my  wife  during  her 
life-time  forty  shillings  a  piece  a  year,  that  is  to  say,  John 
Rathbone,  William  Rathbone,  and  Joseph  Rathbone  and 
Samuel  Rathbone.  And  I  leave  to  my  wife  during  her  life- 
time my  n eager  (negro)  man,  and  at  her  disposing,  and  at  her 
decease  to  my  son  Thomas  Rathbone  for  three  years,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  three  years,  to  give  him  as  good  clothes  as  his  mistress 
leaves  him,  and  then  to  set  him  free.  And  at  my  wife's  decease 
what  household  goods  are  left  to  be  equally  divided  between 
my  three  daughters  Sarah  and  Margaret  and  Elizabeth,  and 
for  what  cattle  and  sheep  and  horse  kind  are  left  to  be  equally 
divided  between  my  five  sons.  And  I  leave  that  rny  wife  shall 
take  up  all  bonds  and  debts  due  to  me. 

And  I  leave  that  my  executrix  shall  see  this,  my  last  will, 
performed. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereinto  set  my  hand  and  affixed 
my  seal  in  Block  Island  aforesaid,  the  twelth  day  of  February, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  two 
(1702.)

Samuel  E-athbone's  descendants  are  still  to  be  found  on  the 
Island.  At  the  time  of  his  father's  death  he  owned  and  re- 
sided on  his  own  farm.  When  he  died  he  left  in  his  house  a 
"table  and  cubbard  "  left  to  him  by  his  father  as  an  "heir 
loom."  One  of  the  descendants  of  Samuel  still  possesses  his 
old  family  Bible,  Oxford  imprint,  1725,  in  which  is  inscribed 
the  family  record,  and  during  his  life-time  in  his  own  hand- 
writing. This  Bible,  which  tradition  says  was  imported  for 
him,  he  bequeathed  "  ye  4th  day,  A.  D.,  1743,  to  his  son 
Samuel,  and  at  his  death  to  his  grandson  Walter  Rathbone." 
Walter  Rathbone  at  his  death  gave  the  Bible  to  his  daughter 
Catharine  Rathbone  Mott,  and  at  her  death  to  his  grandson 
Walter  Rathbone  Mott,  who  owned  it  in  1879. 

The  lands  which  the  Rathbone's  and  Mott's  ow^n  are  some 
of  the  most  eligible  for  locality  and  for  fertility  on  the  Island, 
and  are  the  same  that  the  first  Ratpibone  settlers  occupied. 
On  the  site  of  their  ancient  family  dwelling,  which  disappeared 
a  century  ago,  there  is  still  the  hollow  where  the  cellar  once 
was,  in  which  now  grows  the  rankest  grass.

Joel  Rathbone 
came  to  Albany  to  reside  in  the  fall  of  1822  as  a  clerk  to  his 
brother  Valentine  W.  Rathbone,  who  then  tept  a  wliolesale 
grocery  store  on  the  corner  of  Hudson  and  Quay  streets,  with 
whom  two  years  after  he  became  associated  in  business.  In^ 
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1827  as  one  of  the  firm  of  Hermans,  Ratlibone  &  Co.,  he  com- 
mence^ the  wholesale  stove  business,  and  by  certain  modifica- 
tions and  improvements  in  the  patterns  of  stoves  made  under 
his  direction,  secured  a  very  large  and  lucrative  business.  In 
1829,  by  the  death  of  M  r.  Hermans,  he  sue  ceded  to  the  entire 
business,  which  he  continued  in  his  own  name  until  1841,  when 
at  the  early  age  of  thirty-five,  with  a  well  earned  fortune,  he 
retired  from  active  mercantile  pursuits  to  the  enjoyment  of 
country  life.

Jolm  Rath  bone  died  March  14,  1843,  at  the  advanced  age 
of  91  years.  He  embodied  to  a  remarkable  degree  the  best 
features  of  j^ew  England  character.  He  had  that  industry, 
perseverance,  integrity,  sagacity  and  sonnd  judgment  which 
enabled  him  to  conduct  successfully  an  immense  business,  and 
to  amass  an  ample  fortune.  So  prominent  a  position  did  both  he 
and  his  son  John,  Jr.,  take  among  the  leading  business  char- 
acters of  their  day,  that  they  stood  almost  at  the  head  of  the 
mercantile  body  of  our  greatest  commercial  city.  They  were 
warm  supporters  of  the  government  in  the  war  of  1813,  and 
their  names  stand  first  on  the  list  of  those  patriotic  citizens  who 
subscribed  to  the  war  loans.  Mr.  Rathbone  had  extensive 
landed  interests  in  Central  Ohio,  and  several  of  his  daughters, 
with  their  husbands,  went  there  and  settled. 

John  Rath  bone,  Jr.,  inherited  his  fathers  distinguishing 
qualities,  and  became  widely  known  as  a  successful  merchant 
and  financier.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  Legislature 
for  one  term ;  was  a  devoted  adherent  of  De  Witt  Clinton, 
and  took  great  interest  in  the  inauguration  of  the  canal  move- 
ment in  New  York  and  Ohio.  In  connection  with  Eleazer 
Lord  of  New  York,  he  took  the  entire  amount  of  the  first  Ohio 
Canal  Loan  in  1825,  of  $400,000,  and  subsequently  made  a  loan 
in  connection  with  John  Jacob  Astor  to  the  same  State.  He 
was  also  much  interested  in  banking,  and  he  and  his  brother- 
in-law  Samuel  B.  Ruggles,'^'  Ex-Canal  Commissioners,  etc.,  were 
very  active  in  getting  a  charter  and  establishing  the  Bank  of 
Commerce,  and  were  among  the  first  directors  elected.  John

KLizAiiKTn  ,  widow  of  MArrnFAV  Rkkd,  died  in  Nor- 
walk, June  15,  1799,  in  the  54th  year  of  lier  age.  They  were 
buried  in  St.  J^iuTs  churchyard,  Norwalk,  where  tlieir  monu- 
ments now  stand. 

MA'rriiKw  Ukki)  and  wife  were  members  of  St.  Paul's 
Kpiscopal  church  in  Norwalk,  of  which,  at  that  time,  the  Ilev. 
Mr.  Leanuingw  was  i-ector.  Mr.  Rekd  was  aj)pointed  Decem- 
ber 15,  1771,  to  collect  the  Church  rates.  When  Norwalk 
was  burned  by  the  l>ritish  during  the  revolution,  Mr.  Lean- 
ningH  beiri*^  (Opposed  to  the  ])atriot8'  cause,  left  the  place  in 
one;  of  tin;  ships  of  the;  Hi'itish  fleet,  and  probably  took  tlie 
church  records  with  him,  as  tlnjy  have  never  been  found. 

The  record  starts  again  with  the  repoi't  of  a  meeting  held 
at  the  house  of  Thomas  Belden,  Cctober  27,  1780.  At  that 
meeting  Ma'ithiow  Uked  was  y>resent,  and  was  chosen  one  of  a 
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committee  to  ascertain  as  to  the  feasibility  of  rebuilding  the 
church  which  was  destroyed  by  British  troops,  July,  1779.  It 
is  to  the  honor  of  our  ancestors  in  this  parish  that,  although 
reduced  by  tlie  destruction  of  their  property  in  1799,  and  dis- 
pirited, yet  they  rallied  in  a  year's  time  and  commenced  anew 
for  the  Master. 

In  November  30,  1780,  Matthew  Reed  subscribed  hand- 
somely for  the  project,  but  few  out  of  a  long  list  of  honored 
names  contributed  as  much  as  he. 

On  Easter  Monday,  April  16, 1781,  he  was  elected  Vestryman 
and  re-elected  to  the  same  office  April  1, 1782.  He  was  elected 
third  Yestryman  at  Easter,  1783,  and  second  Vestryman  in 
1784. 

April  29,  1791,  Matthkw  Reed  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  con- 
veyed lands  to  their  daughter  Betsey,  wife  of  Olney  Stone. 

April  2,  1801,  Stephen  Reed  conveyed  to  Samuel  Middle- 
brook  all  his  right  and  title  in  the  estate  of  his  late  father 
Matthew  Reed  deceased.

SHEARMAN. 


"  The  Shearmans  or  Shermans  are  of  German  origin, 
where  the  name  is  Shearman,  Sherman,  Sohurman,  ScHERMANj 
and  was  no  doubt  transferred  many  centuries  ago  to  the  vicinity 
of  London,  England,  by  the  Anglo-Saxon  emigration,  where  it 
still  remains  numerous. 

In  ISTew  England  are  found  two  distinct  families  bearing  this 
name.  One  of  them  descended  from  William  Sherman  who 
came  to  Plymouth  with  the  Pilgrims  in  1630  and  settled  at 
Marshfield,  Mass.,  where  his  descendants  are  still  found.  The 
other  came  from  Dedham,  Essex  Co.,  England.  Henry  Sher- 
man (the  son  of  Thomas,  the  first  known  ancestor  of  this  branch), 
probably  removed  thither  from  the  county  of  Suffolk,  England, 
as  he  bore  the  Suffolk  Sherman  Coat  of  Arms."  —  [Eev.  David 
Sherman's  notes. 

Those  who  early  came  to  America  spelled  the  name  either 
Sherman  or  Shearman.  Philip  of  Massachusetts  and  Khode 
Island,  admitted  freeman  in  1634,  spelled  his  name  "  Shear- 
man." Richard  of  Boston,  admitted  freeman  in  1635,  spelled  it 
"  Sherman,"  as  did  Samuel  of  Boston,  admitted  in  1637,  and 
Thomas  of  Ipswich,  admitted  in  1636.  Some  of  the  descendants 
of  Philip  dropped  the  letter  a  "  and  wrote  their  names  Sher- 
man, and  their  descendants  still  continue  to  do  so.  All  the 
genealogy  of  the  Shermans  in  England,  and  a  part  of  that  in 
America,  is  taken  from  the  collections  made  by  the  late  Rev. 
David  Sherman,  of  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  corrected  by  fuller  and

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more  accurate  data  obtained  in  England,  by  personal  inspection 
and  examination  of  documents  and  papers  in  various  offices  in

A  greater  part  of  the  notes  relating  to  the  American  family 
were  collected  by  the  compiler  many  years  since,  from  the 
original  records  of  towns  in  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island, 
and  from  records  in  possession  of  various  members  of  the 
family. 

In  this  jDaper  the  compiler  proposes  more  particularly  to

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Philip  Shearman  (so  written  by  liimself)  died  at  Portsmouth, 
on  the  island  of  Ehode  Island,  in  1686  or  1687.  'His  wife 
survived  him.  Pie  left  a  will  which  is  recorded  in  Portsmouth, 
dated  July  30,  1681,  proved  March  22,  1687.  In  1633  or 
previous  to  that  year  he  came  from  his  home  in  Dedham,  Eng- 
land, and  settled  in  Hoxbury,  Mass.

They  left  Boston  with  the  intention  of  settling  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, but  finding  the  climate  too  severe  in  that  section  of  the 
country,  they  abandoned  tlieir  lands  there,  and  removed,  March 
7,  1638,  to  the  island  of  Ehode  Island,  which  they  purchased, 
by  the  advice  of  Poger  Williams,  whom  they  met  in  Providence, 
from  Aquetnet,  the  Indian  chief.  The  purchase  was  completed 
March  24,  1638,  and  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1639,  they  estab- 
lished a  regular  government,  of  which  Coddington  was  chosen 
Governor,  and  Philip  Sheakman  (so  spelled  by  himself)  Secre- 
tary. They  named  the  upper  part  of  the  island  Portsmouth, 
and  there  Philip  Shearman  resided,  owning  a  large  tract  of 
land  at  that  place.  It  was  there  that  all  his  children  were  born, 
except  Eber,  his  eldest  son,  who  was  born  in  Poxburj^,  Mass. 
He  was  Town  Clerk  for  many  years,  and  the  records  of  the 
town  of  Portsmouth  were  kept  by  him  with  great  neatness  and 
exactness.

then  at  Oswego,  soon  after  whicli  he  returned  to  Utica  and 
with  otliers  established  the  "  Daily  Herald,"  with  which  he  was 
connected  until  he  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  where  he  served  with  distinguished  ability 
for  several  terms.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
and  subsequently  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at 
Washington.  He  was  a  member  of  the  constitutional  conven- 
tion in  1869,  Democratic  candidate  for  Congress  in  Oneida 
district  in  18Y2,  Justice  of  the  Peace  town  of  New  Hartford, 
Oneida  Co.,  from  18Y2  to  1880,  President  of  the  village  in 
1874,  1875,  1879,  and  was  appointed  one  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Fisheries,  State  of  New  York,  in  1879.  As  early  as  1842 
he  began  public  life,  when  he  was  clerk  of  the  city  of  Utica, 
member  of  the  Common  Council  in  1849,  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Fire  Department  in  1850,  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  Oneida  county  in  1854.  He  has  gone  through 
all  the  routine  of  military  life,  having  served  in  the  State 
militia  from  the  ranks  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier-General.  He 
has  retired  from  public  life,  and  lives  happily  and  contented  in 
the  southern  part  of  New  Hartford,  engaged  in  cultivating  his 
farm  and  taking  care  of  his  estate.  Gen.  Sherman  is  of  a 
happy  and  social  disposition,  making  many  warm  friends  whom 
he  has  the  good  fortune  to  keep,  and  enjoys  above  all  things  his 
annual  excursion  to  the  Noi'th  woods.

Watts  Sherman  died  on  the  island  of  Madeira,  February 
20,  1865. 

Watts  Sherman  was  for  many  years  Cashier  of  the  Albany 
City  Bank,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  of  the  firm 
of  Duncan,  Sherman  &  Co.,  in  New  York  City.  He  com- 
nlenced  his  career  as  Teller  of  the  Ontario  County  Bank  at 
Canandaigua,  and  w^as  Cashier  of  tlie  Livingston  County  Bank 
at  Geneseo,  before  coming  to  Albany,  at  the  organization  of 
the  Albany  City  Bank  in  1834.  In  1851  he  removed  to  New 
York  City  where  he  became  the  active  manager  of  the 
banking  house  of  Duncan,  Slierman  &  Co.  Mr.  Sherman 
was  a  man  of  most  rare  qualifications  for  his  position.  His 
course  was  strictly  governed  by  commercial  integrity,  unswayed 
by  any  bias  but  the  interests  of  his  firm,  which  he  knew 
could  be  best  subserved  by  a  strict  adherence  to  business  princi- 
ples. The  maturity  of  his  judgment  was  constantly  apparent, 
and  no  man  ever  possessed  a  keener  appreciation  of  the  character 
of  those  with  whom  he  had  dealings.  In  his  personal  appear- 
ance he  was  slender,  but  his  face  was  peculiar  for  its  delicacy 
and  masculine  beauty.    His  hospitality  w^as  munificent. 

Sarah  M.  Gibson,  widow  of  Watts  Sherman,  died  in  New 
York,  March  10,  18Y8.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Henry  B.  Gibson,  of  Canandaigua,  one  of  the  earliest  settlers, 
and  one  of  the  most  successful  and  conspicuous  citizens  of 
Western  New  York.  For  some  years  after  her  marriage  Mrs. 
Sherman  lived  in  Albany,  where  she  held  a  brilliant  position 
in  the  society  of  the  State  Capital.    In  1851  she  removed  t^ 
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New  York.  Her  house  at  the  corner  of  Twenty-second  street 
and  Fifth  Av^enue  became  a  favorite  resort  of  the  most  aofree- 
able  and  cultivated  people  of  the  city,  and  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished foreigners  who  visited  this  country.  She  was  fond 
of  art,  had  a  fine  knowledge  of  bric-a-brac  at  the  time  when 
such  knowledge  was  by  far  more  rare  than  the  pretense  of  it 
is  now.  She  could,  and  did  use  her  pen  with  piquancy  and 
spirit.  She  travelled  much  abroad,  particularly  after  the  death 
of  her  husband  in  1865.  She  was  kind  and  aifable  to  all  who 
knew  her,  and  her  very  generous  nature  overflowed  in  acts  of 
love  and  charity  to  all.
